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NEW MINISTERS IN OFFICE 


GEN. GARFIELD’S ADVISERS AT 
THEIR POSTS. 

MR. LINCOLN THE ONLY ABSENTEE-—THE 
VACANT OFFICES AND WHAT IS SAID 
ABOUT THEM—THE REPUBLICANS DE- 
CIDE TO RESIST DEMOCRATIC ORGANIZA- 
TION OF THE SENATE. 

Wasnrneton, March 7.—All the mem- 
bers of President Garfield’s Cabinet, except 
Secretary of War Lincoin, took the oath of 
office and assumed charge of their respective 
departments to-day. It is probable thatina 
few days appointments will be made to fill 
zuch offices as are now vacant, and that new 
nominations will be made in those cases where 
the Senate failed to act on the nominations 
submitted to the Senate by President Hayes. 
The vacancies of most importance are: Asso- 
ciate-Justice of the Supreme Court, vice 
Swayne, for which place Stanley Matthews was 
nominated ; Judge of the United States Circuit 
Court for the Fifth Circuit, vice Woods, for 
which place Judge Billings was nominated; and 
Postmaster of New-York City, vice James. 
The friends of Mr. Matthews are urging Presi- 
jent Garfield to renew the nomination of that 
zentleman, and the renomination of Judge Bil- 
ings is also being urged, but it is doubtful 
whether the names of these two gentlemen 
will be again sent in, The chances for Mr. 
Matthews’s nomination to receive favorable 
action in the Senate ave not materially im- 
proved by the changes made in that body. At 
all events, the chance of his nomination re- 
seiving affirmative action from the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary is not improved. 
Three members of that committee—Messrs. 
Thurman, McDonald, and Carpenter—are not 
20w in the Senate, but it is likely that the new 
sommittee will be as decidedly against his con- 
irmation as was the last committee. Mr. Henry 
Pearson is named as the probable successor of 
Mr. James as Postmaster of New-York. Both 
of the New-York Senators and Vice-President 
Arthur are said to favor his appointment, but 
Postmaster-General James is said to regard it 
with disfavor, because of his relationship to 
Mr. Pearson. It is admitted that Mr. Pearson, 
who has been for some time past Assistant 
Postmaster, is fully competent; but to 
appoint him would, in the opinion of 
Postmaster-General James, cause criti- 
cism that he would rather avoid. Whether 
appointments will be made for the District At- 
torneyship and Marshalship of New-York will 
depend very much on whether the Senate com- 
mittees are organized at the present session. 
The indications now are that the committees 
wil not be organized until the vacancies 
caused by the retirement of Messrs. blaine, 

Vinier, and Kirkwood, and the death of 
Mr. Carpenter, are filled, the Republican Sena- 
tors having decided, at a caucus held to-day, not 
to arrange their end of the committees until 
the Senate is filled up. Should the present 
extra session be protracted urtil the vacancies 
are filled the committee will be organized, in 
which event the President’s nominations could 
be regularly considered, but otherwise the ac- 
tion of the Republican caucus will prevent the 

Democrats from carrying out their resolution 

im this regard. ; 

At the Republican Senatorial caucus to-day 
the universal opinion of those present was that 
it the Democrats insist upon attempting to or- 
yanize the committees while four Republican 
seats are vacant the effort should be strenu- 
ously resisted, as an endeavor to take an un- 
fair advantage of the Republicans, and also as 
an injustice to the incoming Senators, whose 
wishes in regard to committee assignments 
should be consulted by their Repub- 
lican colleagues before the lists are 
completed. lt was, therefore, determined 
that the invitation of the Democratic 
caucus for the Republicans to name the min- 
ority membership of the committees should be 
declined, and that if the Democrats fill out the 
lists and present them to the Senate for adop- 
tion, the Republicans will abstain frorn voting. 
The question will then arise whether a quorum 
of the Senate consists of a majority of the Sen- 
itors holding seats or of a majority when all 
the seats are filled. There are now 37 Demo- 
ratic Senators, 33 Republicans, and_2 Inde- 
sendents—namely, Judge Davis and Gen. Ma- 
yone, If, therefore, it be decided that a 
yuorum consists merely of a majority of those 
holding seats, or if both the Independents 
vote on the question of adopting the 
ist, and thus make an indisputable quorum, 
the Ropublicans will have to accept the com- 
mittee representation assigned to them; but, 
in this event, they will endeavor to reorganize 
she Senate if it be in session after the four va- 
sancics are filled, provided that the positions 
which may be taken by the two Independents, 
shall by that time afford them a reasonable 
shance of success in reopening the contest for 
control. The Democrats take the ground that 
the business of the special session ought to be 
fiisposed of as rapidiy as possible; that 
it cannot be transacted properly without 
the formation of the regular committees, and 
it is, therefore, their duty to proceed with the 
work of organization forthwith. It was sug- 
gested at the Republican caucus that the Presi- 
dent should bs advised to hold back his nom- 
ations until tie Republican vacancies shall 
2ave been ‘ilied, and thus prevent an adjourn- 
nent to December, which might otherwise be 
wdered by the majority after securing control 
»f the organization ancl transacting the neces- 
ary business; and iti was argued that the nom- 
inations might properly be thus delayed, in 
view of the fact that the Senate may mean- 
while devote its time to the consideration of 
the pending treaties. Mention was also made 
of the power of the President to reconvene the 
Senate, in the event of adjournments, as often 
ts he may deem proper. j 

The Democratic caucus committee, appoint- 
sd on Saturday to arrange the majority repre- 
sentation on the Senate committees, have held 
several meetings, and expect to compiete their 
labors in time to report to the caucus to-mor- 
row. Senator Mahone received _ invitations, 
both from tiie Democrats and the Republicans, 
to participate in their respective caucuses, but 
ke has not attended either. : 

Raveicy, N. C., March %7.—There is a gen- 
sral expression of approval of the inaugural 
address. It has the right ring for Republicans 
and contains nothing irritating to Democrats. 
The Cabinet is regarded as containing a repre- 
sentative of all the elements composing the 
Republican Party, and it is believed that har- 
mony will resuit from their councils. Believ- 
ing that, of all the Scuthern States, North 
Carolina is more likely to be Republican in 
1884, the party in this State would have been 
greatly cheered and encouraged if the position 
of Secretary of the Navy had been given to 
Thomas Settle or Ralph P. Buxton.

A COLORADO SILVER CLUB. 

THEY CALL UPON THE PRESDENT AND LISTEN 
TO BUNCOMBE SPEKCHES BY MESSRS. 
BELFORD AND TELLER. 

Wasnincton, March 7.—A delegation 
from Colorado, representing every county of 
that State, and headed by Senators Teller and 
Hill and Representative Belford, called at the 
White Hcus? this afternoon to pay their re- 
yoects to President Garfield. The callers were 
ntroduced to the President by Mr. Belford, 

vho explainea that they had traveled 2,000 
tiles for the purpose of attending the inaugu- 
ral ceremonies of Friday last, and that not one 
of them was seeking office. After leaving 
the White House the delegation repaired 
to their head-quarters, organized a Colorado 
Club and elected Senator Hill its President. 
Mr. Belford addressed the club, and alluding 


to the great silver interests of Colorado, de- 


clared that the time had come when the people 


of that State must stand together, just as the 
ople of Pennsylvania stand together tor 
eir peculiar interests. During the last cam- 
paign Pennsylvania had made the protection 
of her iron interests paramount. Hancock 


nad fought nobly at Gettysburg and rescued 


nee 


his native State from spoliation, vet Pennsyl- 
vania refused to cast her Electoral vote for him 
because he had declared in favor of a 
tariff for revenue only. Pennsylvania had 
placed in the fore front of battle the 
industrial interests of her people, and 
Colorado must take the same ground and de- 
clare that no man shall hereafter receive her 
Electoral vote who isan enemy to her great 
silver interests. Judge Belford expressed dis- 
appointment with the make-up of the new 
Cabinet. He thought President Garfield would 
have acted wisely had he given the great new 
West a representative, and nothing now 
remained for Colorado to do but to 
fight for her rights in Congress and 
in the press. Judge Belford’s speech was 
warmly applauded. Senator Teller fully 
agreed with the remarks made by Judge 
Belford on the silver question. During the 
past four years, Colorado had had no friend at 
Court. The last President and every member 
of his Cabinet had treated the silver interest 
in an unfriendly way. President Garfield and 
at least three members of his Cabinet were in 
favor of a bi-metallic standard. He had labored 
to secure for Colorado representation in the 
Cabinet, but had failed; vet he had hopes 
that President Garfield would prove a 
friend to the great interests of the 
far West. Before adjourning a mo- 
tion was adopted that the delegation call 
ina body on Senator Conkling, ‘*the noble 
warrior who had carried our banner to victory 
in the late election,” but upon repairing to the 
Senator’s residence it was ascertained that he 
had not yet returned from the Capitol. The 
club carried a silk banner on which was in- 
scribed: ‘‘ Silver is the coin of the Constitu- 
tion, and we demand that this coin and the 
Constitution shall be respected.”

SURRENDERED BANK CIRCULATION. 
APPLICATIONS TO HAVE IT RESTORED—THE 
LAW STANDING IN THE WAY. 

Wasuincton, March 7.—An interesting 
question has arisen in the Treasury Depart- 
ment in connection with the recent withdrawal 
by the national banks of bonds which had been 
deposited with the Treasurer as security for their 
circulating notes. Many of tne banks thatthus 
withdrew their bonds have made application 
to resume the circulation surrendered, and 
have requested that the legal tenders and other 
lawful money deposited by them be returned 
upon a deposit of bonds under the fourth sec- 
tion of the act of June 20, 1874, which 
is the section that was proposed to 
be repealed by the Refunding bill ve- 
toed by President Hayes. National banks 
desiring to withdraw their circulating notes 
are authorized to do so, and take up their 
bonds, upon depositing with the Treasurer 
lawful money equal to the amount of outstand- 
ing circulation, In the transactions alluded to 
the Treasurer transferred and delivered the 
bonds to the banks reducing circulation, and the 
transactions were, therefore, complete, both on 
the part of the banks and the Government. 
The same section of law under which the banks 
deposited iawful money and withdrew bonds 
reguires that in such cases the outstanding 
notes of banks reducing circulation ‘“‘ to an 
amount equal to the legal tender notes 
Cepositel shall be redeemed at the 
Treasury of the Uniced States and destroyed.” 
‘This language is mandatory, and no discretion 
can legally be exercised by the department. 
The law provides methods by which banks 
may increase their circulation, but it is plain 
that money deposited in the Treasuryas security 
for bank circulation, the bond security having 
been withdrawn, cannot be taken out at pleas- 
ure, and must remain there until the outstand- 
ing circulating notes for which such money is 
pledged have been redeemed and destroyed. 
To permit banks to withdraw from the 
channels of business $18,000,000 in one week 
and throw 1t into the Treasury and take it 
back the next week, would not only be illegal, 
but dangerous ana vicious, fur the reason that 
it would place the business interests of the 
country at the mercy of unprincipled 
speculators, who could easily continue 
to put in and take aut of the Treasury large 
sums of money to further their plans and par- 
alyze legitimate business. Treasurer Gilfillan 
holds that the lawful money deposited by 
banks under the act of June, 1874, for the pur- 
pose of reducing circulation must be held 
until the notes of the reducing banks are 
redeemed and destroyed, but Controller Knox, 
with his usual solicitude for the interests of 
the banks, holds that the deposits can be with- 
drawn upon a redeposit of bonds; The 
question has been referred to Secretary 
Windom, who will decide it to-morrow 
or Wednesday. It would. be better for those 
banks that desire to resume the circulation so 
hastily surrendered, to deposit bonds and ap- 
ply for circulation in the regular manner. 
This is the surer way, and the only delay this 
would cause would be that necessary to print 
their notes, which ordinarily is from 20 to3

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 7, 1881. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $707,276 68, and from Customs $696,227 71. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $133,000. 

Senator Mahone, of Virginia, appeared in 
the Senate to-day, subscribed to the modi- 
ied oath and took a seat on the Republican 
side. No business was done in the Senate to- 
day. 

Gen. Grant arrived here this afternoon in 
the limited express train from New-York. He 
was met at the depot by the Hon. John A, J. 
Creswell, and drove at once to Willard’s 
Hotel. He will call and pay his respects to 
President Garfeld to-morrow, and expects to 
return to New-York on Wednesday. 

A list of nominations was sent to the Senate 
to-day by Presiden: Garfield, but failed to 
reach there before the adjournment. Among 
the most prominent was that of ex-Secretary 
Nathan Goff, Jr., to be United States District 
Attorney for the District of West Virginia. 
This is the position he held previous to enter- 
ing the Cabinet of President Hayes. 

By a clause in the Legislative, Executive, 
and Judicial Appropriation bill, which became 
a law on the 4th inst., the title of ‘‘ Auditor of 
Railroad Accounts’? was changed to ‘‘Com- 
missioner of Railroads,” In consequence of 
this change Mr. Theophilus French, heretofore 
known as “‘ Auditor of Railroad Accounts,”’ 
has assumed the title of ‘‘ Commissioner of 
Railroads.” 

The Post Office Department announces the 
postponement of the date of sailing of the fol- 


lowing ocean steamers from New-York City: 
The steamer Caldera, of the Transatlantic 
Line, with mails for Havre, postponed indefi- 
nitely from the 9th inst.; the Pacific Mail 
steamer Crescent City, for Aspinwall, post- 
poned from the 10th to the 12th inst.; the 
steamer City of Austin, with mails for the 
Bahama Islands and Matanzas, postponed 
from the 9th to the 11th inst. 

The existence of hog cholera in the Umted 
States, as recently reported by the British 
Consul at Philadelphia to the home Govern- 
ment, has been the subject of thorough consid- 
eration by the Department of State for the 
past week, and from advices received the re- 
port is not only denied, but it has been proved 
that the health of American hogs is at present 
remarkably good. It appears upon investiga- 
tion of the subject that similar reports have 
been circulated throughout other foreign coun- 
tries to which American pork is exported. In 
view of this the Department of State has in- 
structed American representatives abroad to 
protest against all such assertions as being 
without foundation.

THE STATE LEGISLATURE 


CONSIDERING TAX LAWS AND NEW- 
YORK QUARANTINE. 

THE BILL DEFINING THE TERM LAND OR- 
DERED TOA THIRD READING—A REPORT 
FROM THE QUARANTINE COMMISSION— 
THE QUESTION OF THE HEALTH OFFI- 
CER’S FEES. 

Ax.Bany, March 7.-—The Senate this even- 
ing ordered to a third reading the bill reported 
last week from the Joint Committee on the 
Revision of the Tax Laws, and indorsed by 
the Governor’s commission, defining the term 
‘‘land” for purposes of taxation. Senator 
Winslow said he wishea to propose one amend- 
ment, but as it was not yet prepared, he would 
offer it when the bill came up for third reading. 

In reply to the Senate resolution of Feb, 18, 
the Commissioners of Quarantine report as 
follows: The expenses of the commission dur- 
ing the past year have been $37,993 43. In an- 
swer to a clause of the resolution as to whether, 
in the opinion of the Commissioners, the quar- 
antine establishment cannot be made self-sus- 
taining, the Commissioners state that their 
powers and duties are defined by law, and that 
the powers and duties of the health officer of 
the port are also defined by law, and that the 
subject on which the Senate desires an opinion 


is one which has not been considered by the 
Commissioners, end of which they have 
no knowledge. They therefore prefer not to 
express an opinion, but to remit the matter 
back to the Legislature for its judgment there- 
on. The commission having, by reason of ex- 
traordinary demands, exhausted the care and 
repair appropriation before the close of the 
quarantins season, the Commissioners, actin 
under a high sense of public duty, advance 
$10,000 in order that the efficiency of the es- 
tablishment might not be impaired and 
the city suffer by the introduction 
of contagious diseases. The boarding station 
at Upper Quarantine was purchased by 
the State in 1873 for the sum of $150,000. Up 
to the present year but little money had been 
expended in the care of the buildings. Their 
dilapidated condition required attention, and 
bad to be cared for at large expense during the 
ast season. Both Swinburne and Hoffman 
slands require a large outlay at once to pre- 
vent more serious damage by the elements. 
The Commissioners refer the Senate to the 
quarantine report of 1878, in which the Legis- 
lature is recommended to pass a law making 
quarantine self-sustaining, by putting the 
Health Officer on a salary and devoting the 
fees tothe maintenance of the establishment. 
The same report makes an estimate of the fees 
of the Health Officer, in which they are rated 
at from $75,000 to $100,000 per annum.

ASSEMBLYMAN BRENNAN’S DEATH. 
DYING SUDDENLY WHILE SEEKING NECES- 
SARY REST—HIS LIFE AND SERVICES. 

ALBany, March 7.—The Hon. William D. 
Brennan, member of the Assembly from 
Franklin County, and Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, died suddenly to-day, 
and the announcement of this unexpected and 
sad event made the session to-night a brief and 
melancholy one, Atthe hour of meeting, only 
afew members had heard the news. In his 
opening prayer, the clergyman officiating as 
chaplain referred to the death of a member, 
and it was immediately surmised to whom the 
reference was made. When Speaker Sharpe 
addressed the House, it was in a _ voice 
broken with emotion. He felt that 
only one thought oppressed them all, and that, 
feeling as they did, it would be best to make 
no delay in hearing read the telegram, which 
he passed to Clerk Johnson. The Clerk read a 
dispatch, dated Malone and addressed to the 
Speaker, setting forth that the Hon. William 
D. Brennan had dropped dead this afternoon 


near Ayer’s Hotel, in Duane, while on a trip 
to the woods, hoping to benefit his health. 
After the reading of this dispatch Mr. Chick- 
ering, of Lewis, offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed 
by the Speaker to draft appropriate resolutions, 
such committee to report to-morrow, at 1 o'clock, 
and that, after the appointment of the committee, 
this house do immediately adjourn. 

This resolution was adopted, and Speaker 
Sharpe named as the committes Messrs. 
Chickering, Alvora, Skinner, Brooks, and 
Moller. Inquiries were immediately sent by 
telegraph to learn what arrangements are to 
be made for his funeral, and to-morrow it is 
probable a committes to represent the Legis- 
lature will be appointed to attend the services. 
Mr. Brennan occupied seat No. 115, which he 
had placed in the first row, the third from the 
end, on the Jeft, in order to be in easy 
range of the Speaker’s eye. His desk 
and chair will be draped, and the Assembly 
will resolve to wear badges of mourying for 
300 days. 

Mr. Brennan was in his forty-second year 
at the time of his death. He was born in Can- 
ada, his father being an Irishman and his 
mother coming from Massachusetts. Having 
studied for several years at the Franklin 
Academy, in Malone, he entered Middlebury 
College, Vt., in August, 1858. The rebellion 
cut short his college course, for in August, 
1862, he left college, enlisted in the One Hun- 
dred and Forty-second New-York Regiment, 
and went to the front. A month later he 
was made First Lieutenant of Company D, 
and in April, 1864, was promoted Captain of 
Company A. On Sept. 29, 1864, he took part 
with his regiment in a very severe action at 
Chapin’s Farm, Va. The officers of the One 
Hundred and Forty-second had nearly all been 
disabled, and, under orders to dislodge a line 
of skirmishers, Capt. Brennan found himself 
at the head of a mere handful of men, with an 
open field in his front, a patch of wood be- 
—_ and a fence to be scaled before the 

opeless dash across the intervening space 
could be made. Calling upon his men 
to follow him, he_ attempted to 
cross the fence, when a perfect rain of bullets 
fell about him, and he felt a twinge in his foot. 
Turning to look for his men he saw them in 
retreat, and, although weak from shock and 
the rapid flow of blood, he limped away toa 
ar to find his foot so shattered by a ball 
that he could put his hand through the wound. 
A negro soldier, who was running by, con- 
sented to carry Capt. Brennan on his back if 
the Captain would carry his gun. He took the 
wounded officer to the rear, where it was 
found necessary to amputate his leg above the 
ankle joint. In May, 1565, he was mustered 
out of the service, and in 1866 was, by Presi- 
dent Johnson, made Major by brevet for 
bravery and gallantry in the service, 

After the war Mr. Brennan studied law, was 
admitted to the Bar, and, establishing himself 
in Malone, acquired an extensive practice. He 
was County irensarer of Franklin County 
from 1867 to 1875. He served with ability in 
the Assembly in 1879 and 1880, distinguishing 
himself last year by his vigorous opposition on 
the floor toa number of items in the supply 
bill, and winning sufficient strength by his 
arguments to have the items rejected, although 
they had been recommended by the Ways and 
Means Committee. He was last Fall chosen 
for the third time by a large majority. He 
exerted himself greatly during the Presidential 
compalen, and complained during the Speaker- 
ship and Senatorial canvasses that he had not 
regained his health. About a fortnight ago, 
when he had endeavored without success to re- 
cover his health by enforced rest, he felt com- 
pelled to ask for a vacation in order that he 
might get the needed relief at home. Leaving 
here, badly shattered mentally and physically, 
it was hoped by his friends. that he would be 
able to return before the end of the session. 
Instead of improving, he has steadily become 
worse. No doubt his ill-health was intensified 
by the feeling of responsibility weighing upon 
him as Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. He went home, and it was only 
to-day that a letter reached here saying that 
he had improved and might return next week, 
and that he would soon again be at hand with 
the harness on., This was followed by the 
news of his death. Mr. Brennan was a care- 
ful, honest, industrious, patriotic citizen and 
legislator, doing his duty in all things with all 
his mig. His qualities of head and heart 
had endeared him to hosts of friends in and

out of the Assembly, and his death will be 
deeply regretted by every one to whom he was 
known in private or public life. Mr. Chicker- 
ing, who was recently made Chairman pro 
tempore of the Ways and Means Committee, 
bo probablyebe selected permanently for the 
ace. 

. Matonr, N. Y., March 7,—Assemblyman 
. D. Brennan, of this county, Chairmaa of 
the Ways and Means Committee, finding him- 
self suffering from nervous prostration, re- 
turned to his home in this city about two 
weeks ago, to endeavor to recover his health. 
He has been under a doctor’s care since, taking 
drives and walks, accompanied by an attend- 
ant, but without any benefit, and he has been 
getting worse. This morning he started with 
Mr. George Sabin to takeatrip through the 
South Woods, and arrived at Avers’s Hotel, 15 
miles south of Malone, about noon, where they 
rested and ate dinner. Up to tnis time he 
seemed as well as_ usual, —' in 
his ordinary manner. When Mr. Sabin 
went out to get a team ready to proceed 
to Lake Meacham, where they intended to pass 
the night, Mr. Brennan said: “{ will walk 
ahead while you are hitching up, the walk will 
do me good.”” Mr. Sabin followed soon after 
with the team, but had gone a short distance 
when he found Mr. Brennan dead on the road. 
The sad news has cast a gloom over this city, 
where he was greatly respected. He leaves 
a widow and two young children. It 
has been ascertained that lately Mr. Brennan’s 
mind had been more or less affected, and that 
he had been in a despondent state of mind since 
his return from Albany. He said to a friend 
last week: ‘The doctors say no one dies with 
my trouble, and how can I live on in this way 
a burden to every one? I cannot do so.” His 
friends tried to reassure him, but without suc- 
cess. His spirits seemed more and more de- 
pressed day by day, and he was not able to 
sleep in consequence the past two weeks. 


CORPORATION ENCROACHMENTS. 


BALTIMORE MERCHANTS UPON TELEGRAPH 
CONSOLIDATION AND THE REAGAN BILL. 
BALTIMORE, March 7.—The Baltimore 

Board of Trade to-day expressed its views on 
telegraph consolidation and the Reagan bill. 
On the first subject it said: ‘‘We agree with 
the New-York board that the consolidation of 
the several telegraph companies of the country 
is another and a further stepin the direction of 
increasing and perpetuating a gigantic mo- 
nopoly, and that there is cause for alarm when 
we ses these steady and determined encroach- 
ments made upon the rights of the people, 
shutting out legitimate competition, which 
is the only public safeguard at present, 
and wielding a power and moneyed 
influence which, if not checked by 
proper legislation, will soon govern instead 
of being governed. We would recommend 
that this same question, closely allied to that 
of railroads, be referred toa commission from 
both houses of our next Congress to investigate 
and report proper protective laws if, in the 
judgment of the commission, the same be ne- 
cessary and within the bounds of national leg- 
islation.” 

The New-York board also asked the Balti- 
more board for its views on the Reagan bill, 
and to this thereply is made: ‘‘This bill, 
when first proposed, about three years ago, met 
with put little favor. Public opinion had at 
that time grave doubts as to the practicabllity 
or proper functions of the general Govern- 
ment controlling or regulating private corpo- 
rate enterprises, but public opinion has rapidly 
changed, and now the sentiment is almost gen- 
eral that something must be done to protect 
the people against the current and growing 
abuses and discriminations  getesiy y these 
large corporations. The bill, since its first in- 
troduction, has been modified and adapted to 
a practical and equitable basis, and, while it 
failed to become a law under the Forty-sixth 
Congress, wefeel that some similar bill must, 
by force of public demand, eventually and in 
the near future, be enacted. The national 
railroad commission recommended by the rail- 
road interest is very questionable, and we 
would rather recommend a commission com- 
posed of members of both houses of Congress, 
to investigate the whole matter, and report 
whether, in their judgment, any such regula- 
tion is necessary, and, if necessary, to urge the 
passage of a Jaw or laws forcible in provision, 
equitable in effect, and preventive against 
present and growing abuses.”

TEMPERANCE IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
Seas eee 
WHY THE DEMOCRATS ARE TRYING TO PASS 
A STRICT PROHIBITION MEASURE. 

Rauzieu, N. C., March 7.—The bill that 
passed the House last week proposing to regu- 
late in the most stringent manner the sale of 
liquor throughout this State was defeated in 
the Senate on Saturday by a vote of 26 to 21. 
As soon as this vote was announced the Joint 
Committee on Prohibition reported a bill to 
the House prohibiting the importation into the 


State and also forbidding the manufacture 
and sale of liquors. This bill provides 
that the question shall be submitted to 
the people for ratification or rejection, 
and shall go into effect in January 
next, if ratified. The election will probably 
be ordered for August next. No general elec- 
tion occurs this year, and the Democrats hope 
to avoid making the question a party issue by 
taking the sense of the people at that time. 
The pressure of the religious denominations, 
as wellas thousands of men and women, is so 
great for the passage of a prohibitory law, that, 
but for the fear of wrecking the party, which 
is always uppermost in the mind of the aver- 
age Democrat, an absolute prohibitory bill 
would have been passed before now. The 
members of the Legislature hope to escape re- 
tirement to private life by surrendering their 
supreme legislative authority to the people at 
the polls. The liquor men intend to perfect a 
thorough organization and raise a large sum of 
money to defeat the bill.

THE RECENT GREAT EARTHQUAKE. 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER—ABOUT 200 
LIVES LOST—RELIEF MEASURES. 

Lonpon, March 7.—The following are 
additional details of the earthquake at Uasa- 
micciola, on the Island of Ischia: The first 
shock occurred at 1:20 o’clock on Friday after- 
noon, and the second an hour later. The 
whole upper part of the town was destroyed 
and 2,000 establishments seriously damaged. 
The details confirm the damage to property 
and loss of life and injury to people previously 
mentioned in these dispatches. The Syndic 
and Sub-Prefect are directing operations for 


the recovery of the bodies of the vic- 
tims. ‘he royal steamers Naguna, Pa- 
gona, and Esploratore have _ arrived 
from Naples with soldiers and physicians. 
The soldiers have rescued many from the 
ruins. The population have fled to the sur- 
rounding country and along the sea-coast. 
The Government is sending food from Naples. 
The King and the Minister of the Interior 
have senta contribution for the relief of the 
sufferers. The second and fatal shock lasted 
seven seconds, accompanied by noise like sub- 
terranean thunder. Then came a crash of 
falling houses, accompanied by shrieks of the 
victims. The probable loss of life will reach 
200. The damage to house property is 1,000,- 
000f. It was at first supposed that the disaster 
was connected with the partial eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius on the 3d inst., but Prof. Pal- 
mieri states that the seismographic instruments 
gave no indications of a disturbance on the 
4th inst. He savs he thinks the catastrophe 
was due to some local phenomenon, possibly to 
a sudden sinking of the ground in consequence 
of corrosive action of the mineral springs. 

Lonxpon, March 8.—A dispatch from Naples 
reports that another shock of earthquake oc- 
curred at Casamacciola Monday. Eleven more 
bodies have been found. 

A dispatch from Rome says the latest re- 
ports show that 126 persons have been killed 
and 179 injured by the earthquakes.

THE EVACUATION OF KANDAHAR. 
ADVERSE CRITICISMS ON THE BRITISH POL- 

ICY—A VOTE OF CENSURE TO BE URGED. 

Lonpon, March 7.—A dispatch from 
Kandahar says preparations for the evacuation 
of that place by the British are proceeding. 

A dispatch from Calcutta says: ‘‘ Abdurrah- 
man Khan is making preparations which seem 
io indicate his intention of trying to occupy 
Kandahar when the British have left. The de 
parture of the British will probably be the sig- 
nal fora sanguinary struggle between Aycoob 
Khan and the Ameer, Abdurrahman Khan. 
By the 18th inst, Jamrud will ‘be the most ad- 
vanced British post toward Khyber Pass. On 
the Kuram frontier the Thail garrison has 
been reduced to a mers outpostof,60 men. The 
remains of the Kuram field force have been 
removed to Togh. Thus, the scientific frontier 
which cost so much to gain will, in a few days, 
so far as Northern Afghanistan is concerned, 
be a thing of the past. It is the all but uni- 
versal opinion of the Indian public and the 
press that the Government will, before long, 
have bitter cause to regret its hasty retreat.”’ 

In the House of Commons to-day, Mr. Ed- 
ward Stanhope, formerly Under Secretary for 
India, gave notice of a resolution condemning 
the withdrawal of the British troops from 
Southern Afghanistan in the present critical 
state of affairs there as not conducive to the 
true interests of India. Sir Stafford Northcote 
will to-morrow ask what day will be conven- 
ient for debate. This action will amount to 
moving a formal vote of censure by the Oppo- 
sition on the Governmeni’s Afghan policy. 
Mr. Arthur Arnold, Liberal member for Sal- 
ford, gave notice of a vote of confidencein the 
Ministry, as an amendment to Mr. Stanhope’s

A BRIEF 8TOP AT PITTSBURG—EXPRESSING 
SATISFACTION WITH PRESIDENT GAR- 
FIELD’S SELECTIONS. 

PitTsBuRG, March 7.—Ex-President Hayes 

and party arrived here this afternoon in a spe- 
cial car attached to the Pacific express. The 
car was switched on a side track, and before 
it was attached to the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
train dinner was served to the occupants. 
Wone of the party, with the exception of R. 
B. Hayes, Jr., descended to the platform. The 
ex-President appeared at the car door 
and bowed to the crowd but said noth- 
ing. Col. Herron and wife then boarded the 
car followed, by several citizens, and presented 
their respects to Mr. and Mrs. Hayes. Mrs. 
Youngson and several of her colahorers in 
the temperance cause were on hand, and, in 
speaking to Mrs. Hayes, warmly thanked her 
for the stand she had taken on the temperance 
question. Mr. Hayes stated that he had re- 
ecived no injuries whatever from the accident 
on the Baltumore and Potomac Railroad, and 
was in his usual health. 
_ ‘*Po you think President Garfield is continu- 
ing your policy in his appointments?’ Mr. 
Hayes was asked. ‘‘ Yes,” was the reply; ‘I 
am satisfied. with the Cabinet, and think the 
inauguration speech one of the grandest: ever 
delivered. In fact, President Garfield could 
not have performed an action or made an ex- 
pression more pleasing to me than those al- 
ready made.” ‘‘ And are you glad to be 
through with the cares of office?’ ‘* Well,” 
said Mr. Hayes slowly, ‘*‘I can’t say that I am 
particularly glad,” and then he turned to tall 
to a gentleman who offered congratulations on 
the escape from the railroad accident. 

The train only stopped a few moments and 
as it started the ex-President appeared on the 
platform and bowed to the crowd. The morn- 
ing was a very light one and the party greatly 
enjoyed the trip around the famous Horse- 
shoe curve.

TRENTON, N. J., March 7.—To-day, about 
noon, Abraham Wright, a well-known criminal, 
and formerly a convict in the New-Jersey State 
Prison, was arrested in Williamsburg. N. Y., for the 
tobbery of the store of Thomas R. Thompson and 
the Post Office, at Red Valley, Monmouth County, 
WN.

A TRUCE IN SOUTH AFRICA 


HOSTILITIES SUSPENDED.FOR A 
WEER. 

GEN. WOOD VISITS THE BOER OAMP AND 

ARRANGES AN ARMISTICE—HOPES THAT 

IT WILL RESULT IN PEACE—THE BOERS 

DEMANDING COMPLETE INDEPENDENCE. 

Lonpox, March 7.—A correspondent at 
Newcastle, in a dispatch dated 7 o’clock Sun- 
day evening, says; “Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood 
went to Mount Prospect to-day, and subse 
quently had an interview with Joubert which 
resulted in an armistice to the i4th inst 
Rumors of peace are rife throughout the 
camps, but I learn that it is improbable unless 
we agree to all the Boer terms. These are 
formally stated as the complete independence 
of. the Transvaal—in fact, all they rose to ob 
tain—and amnesty to all the leaders. By the 
armistice, permission is granted to send pro- 
visions for eight days tothe beleaguered gar- 
risons. The Eighty-third Foot, two squadrons 
of Dragoons, and three guns are expected here 
on Tuesday.” 

Various answers to questions in Parliament 
to-day show that the Government have ap- 
proved Gen. Sir Evelyn Wcod’s action relative 
tothe armistice with the Boers. During the 
duration of the armistice both parties promise 
not to make any forward movement, but retain 
liberty to move within their own lines. Only 
provisions, not ammunition, are to be sent ta 
the garrisons. Gen. Joubert undertakes to in- 
form the garrisons of the armistica, and will use 
his influences to induce the Boer commanders ta 
permit the removal of the British wounded ix 
the garrisons to Natal. Joubert also under- 
takes to pass the provisions for the beleaguered 
garrisons through the Boer lines, On the ar 
rival of the provisions at ths garrisons the 
blockading and besieged parties are to suspend 
hostilities for eight days. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to Sir Wilfrid Law- 
son, confirmed the report of the conclusion of 
an armistice with the Boers until midnight of 
the 14th inst. in order to give time for a reply 
from Paul Kruger to Gen. Coliey’s and subse- 
quent communications made with a view to a 
peaceful settlement of affairs. : 

A dispatch from Durban says: ‘“ Ifis rum- 
ored that Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood may break 
up the camp at Mount Prospect and start 
atresh. The younger burghers of the Orange 
Free State have become increasingly hostile 
and are reported to be looting wagons on the 
road to Natal. Seventy ‘crack shots’ have 
been told of to fire, in any future engagement, 
at such men as Joubert may indicate.” 

An additional three days’ armistice in Basu- 
toland closed on the 4thinst. There is no sizu 
of surrender. 

A dispatch from Durbansays that Dr. Bar- 
ber and Dr. Dyas, while being escorted from 
the Transvaal to the Orange Free State, were 
fired upon by the Boer escort after thay 
reached the Free State. Dr. Barber was killed, 
and Dr. Dyas was wounded. The affair was 
simular tothe murder of Capt. Elliot. Tha 
health of the troops is excellent, but the 
weather at the front is very bad. The rivers 
are swollen by rain. 

Another dispatch from Durben says: “*Gen. 
Wood will return to Newcastle to-night. Tho 
Boer soldiers fervently hope that peace may 
resuit from the eight days’ armistice Just con- 
cluded, but it is not believed that thair leaders 
will accept anything short of independence.

NEWCASTLE, March 7.—Gen. Sir Evel¥n 
Wood has seni a dispatch to Mr. Brand, Presi- 
dent of the Orange Free State, informing him 
of the armistice, and it is reported that Mr 
Brand has gone to Laings Nek to promota 
peace negotiations. 

AMSTERDAM, March 7.—At the meeting hera 
on Saturday last, the speakers pointed out that 
the demonstration was not directed against 
England, but that the meeting was held simply 
to sympathize with the Boers. Resolutions 
were passed expressing the hope that the Baers 
would obtain their independence, and that the 
Dutch Government would do all in its power 
to procure peace. 

Tae Hacce, March 7.—In the Second Cham- 
ber to-day, the Premier, in reply to an inter- 
peliation, said the Government was most 
anxious te aid in the restoration of peace in 
the Transvaal without, however, departing 
from strict neutrahiy.

CARLYLE AND HIS FRIENDS

THE FAMOUS AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL 
FRAGMENT PUBLISHED.* 
CARLYLE’S WIFE AND HIS REMARKABLE 
FATHER—THE ‘‘ FRENCH REVOLUTION” 
DISASTER—EDWARD IRVING AND LORD 
JEFFREY—COLERIDGE, SOUTHEY, AND 


SNELLEY. 

Mr. Carlyle died a month ago, and to-day 
“the world sees anew and large volume from 
bis hands—what has been sometimes called his 
autobiography, but what is, more properly 
speaking, reminiscences of his friends, with 
much autobiographical matter woven into 
them. Mr. Froude has edited the volume, as 
the literary executor of Carlyle, and the book 
is issued here, as in London, where it was pub- 
lished on Saturday, by the authorized pub- 
lishers of Mr. Froude—the Longmans in 
London, Charles Scribner’s Sons in New- 
York. The work, though written by Mr. 
Carlyle, did not receive his revision. 
Consent to publish it was given by 
bim to Mr. Froude, but he had no hand in the 
preparation of it for the press. Some of the 
chapters were written nearly half a century 
ago, others within the past 15 years. Carlyle 
certainly could have left no choicer work to 
posterity than the story of his own life told by 
bis own hand; and, by favor of advance sheets 
from the publishers, we are able, in a hasty 
way, to give this morning extracts from the 
pages of this most important contribution te 
literary history. Of Carlyle’s early work for 
reviews and magazines, and of, his ‘‘ French 
Revolution,’”’ the unhappy fate of the first vol- 
ume and the writing of it anew, something 

will be found below: 

“It was probably in 1819 or 1820 (the coldest 
Winter I ever knew) that I had taken a most 
private resolution and executed it in spite of physi- 
cal and other misery, to try Jeffrey with an actual 
contribution to the Adindurgh Review. *My Review 
of Pietet’ all fairly written out in George Dalgleish’s 
good clerk hand, I penned some brief polite note to 
the great editor. and walked off with the small 


parcel one night to his address in George-street. I 
very well remember leaving it with his valet there, 


and disappearing in the night with various thoughts | 


and doubts! My hopes had never risen high, or, in 
fact, risen at all; but for a fortnight or so they did 
not quite die out, and then it was in absolute zero; 
oo answer, no return of manuscript, absolutely no 
notice taken, which was a form of catastrophe 
more complete than even I had anticipated! It 


must be owned my first entrances into glorious | 


‘literature’ were abundantly stinted and pitiful. 
“How well do I still remember that_night when 
née {John Stuart Mill] came to teil us, pale as 
Hector’s ghost, that my unfortunate first volume 
was burned. It was like half sentence of death to 
as both, and we had to pretend to take it lightly, 
so dismal and ghastly was his horror at it, and try 
to talk of other matters. He staid three mortal 
hours or so; his departure quite a relief to us. Oh, 
the burst of sympathy my poor darling then gave 
me, flinging her arms round my neck, and openly 
lamenting, condvuling, and encouraging like a 
pobler second self! Under heaven is nothing 
beautifuller. We sat talking till late; ‘shail be 
written again,’ my fixed word and resolution to 
her. Which proved to be such a task as I never 
tried before or since. I wrote out ‘Feast of 
Pikes,’ (Vol. IL.) and then went at it. Found 
it fairly impo le for about a fortnight; 
passed three weeks, (reading Marryat’s novels,) 
tried, cautious-cautiously, as on ice paper-thin, 
once more; and in short had a job more like break- 
ing my heart than any other in my experience, 
Jeannie, alone of beings, burned like a steady 
lamp beside me. I forget how much of money we 
still had, I think there was at first something like 
£300, perhaps £280, to front London with. Nor can 
Tinthe least remember where we had gathered 
such a sum, except that it was our own, no part of 
it borrowed or given us by anybody. * Fit to last 
till “French Revolution” is reedy!’ and she had 
no misgivings at all. Mill was penitently liberal; 
sent me £200, (ina day ortwo,) of which I kept

have. Wish I could find a way of get- 
ting the now mucli macerated, changed, 
and fanaticised ‘John Stuart Mill’ to take 
that £100 back; but I fear there is no way.

was her fine word about it, ‘but never mind,

Fraser) $100.: and I don’t remember when, some 
dimilar munificence; but I now (and indeed not till 
recent years do J) see it had been, as she called it, 
‘a great success,’ and greatish of its kind.” 

Carlyle’s reverence for his father and ad- 
wiration of his moral and intellectual natures 
are pretty well known in a general way, but 
from along chapter about him entitled, ‘‘ James 
Carlyle, of Ecclefechan, Mason,’’ a few strik- 
‘ng passages are selected, as below. They were 
written in London in January, 1832, soon after 
his father died. Following them are references 
to Mrs. Carlyle, to whom tributes of the high- 
est praise have always been paid by all who 
knew her well: 

‘* Nay, am not I also the humble James Carlyle’s 
work? I owe uch more than exist nce, I 
owe him a noble gre mple (now that I can 
read it in that rus character.) It was he ecclu- 
sively that determined on educating me; that from 
his smali hard-earned funds sent me to school and 
college, and made me whatever I amor may be- 
‘ome. Let me not mourn for my father, let me do 
worthily of him. In several respects I consider my 
father as one of the must interesting men I have 
known. Nothing did I ever hear him undertake to 
render visible which did not become almost ocu- 
larly so. Never again shall we bear such speechas 
that was. The whole district knew of it and 
laughed joyfully over it, not knowing how other- 
wise to express the feeling it gave them; emphatic 
TI have heard him beyond ali men. In anger he had 
no need of oaths, his words were like sharp 
arrows that smote into the very heart. 
What had no meaning in it—above all, what seemed 
false—he absolutely could and would not hear, but 
abruptly turned aside from it. or if that might not 
suit, with the besom of destruction swept it far 
away from him. Long may we remember his ‘I 
don’t believe thee;’ his tongue-paralyzing, cold, 
indifferent ‘Hah!’ * * * Perhaps among 
Scottish peasants what Samuel Johnson was 
among English authors. I have a sacred pride 
in my peasant father, and would not ex- 
ehange him, even now, for any King 
known to me. Gold and the guinea stamp— 
the Man and the clothes cf the man. Let 
me thank God for that createst of blessings, and 
atrive to live worthily ofit. Was he not a sacrifice 
tome? Had I stood in his place, couid he not have 
stood in mine, and more? Thou good father! 
well may I for ever honorthy memory. His house- 
bold goods valued in money may perhaps some- 
what exceed £1,000. In real inward worth that 
value was greater than that of most kingdoms, 
than all Napoleon’s conquests, which did not en- 
dure. Imust reckon my father one of the most 
prosperous men I have ever in my life known. 

* Perfection of housekeeping was her clear and 
speedy attainment in that new scene. Strange 
how she made the desert blossom for herself and me 
there; what afairy palace she had made of that 
wild moorland home of the poor man! In my life 
I have seen no human intelligence that so genuine- 
ly pervaded every fibre of the human existence It 
belonged to. From tie baking of a loaf or the 
darning of astocking up to comporting herself in 
the highest scenes or most intricate emergencies, all 
was insight, veracity, graceful success, (if you could 
udge it,) fidelity toinsight ofthe fact given. * * * 

eautifui queevlike woman, I did admire her com- 
plete perfection on this head of the actual 
‘dowry’ she had now (1842) brought, £200 yearly 
or so. which to us was a highly considerable sum. 
and how she absolutely ignored it, and as it were 
bad not done it at all. Once or so I can dimly re- 
member telling her as much, (thank God I did so,) 
to which she answered scarcely by a look, and cer- 
tainly without word, exceptperhaps ‘Tut!’ * * * 
5he lived 19 days after that Edinburgh Monday; 
on the nineteenth, (April 21, 1866, between 3 and 4

in all my life (and as | feel ever since) there fell on 
meno misfortune like it; which has smitten my 
whole world into universal wreck, (unless I can 
repair it in some small measure,) and extinguish 
whatever light of cheerfulness and loving hopeful- 
néss life still had in it to me.” 


Carlyle’s beautiful memorial notice of Ed- 
ward Irving, with which most readers are fa- 
miliar, will add a deep interest to what is said 
of him here—particularly of the last days of 
Irving and his mournful end: 


“One attraction—one only—there was in my 
Annan business. I was supporting myself, even 
baving some few pounds of my poor £66 or £70 an- 
nually, againsta rainy day, and not a burden to my 
ever-generous father any more. But in all other 
points of view I was abundantly lonesome, un- 
comfortable, and out of place there. Didn’t go 
and visit the people there. * * * From the first 
we honestly liked one another and grew intimate 
nor was there ever, while we both lived, any clou 
or grudge between us, or an interruption of our 
feelings for a day or hour. Blessed conquest 
of a in this world! That was mainly 
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| intrinsically of veracity; 





wrote my two (folio) pages (perhaps four } 


all the wealth I had for five or _ six 
ears coming, and it made my life in 
irkealdy (é. ¢., till near 1819, 1 think) a hap- 
y season in comparison, and a genially useful. 
rving’s library was of great use to me: Gibbon, 
Hume, &o. I think I must have read it almost 
through. Inconceivable tome now with what ar- 
dor, with what greedy velocity, literally above ten 
times the speed I can now make with any book. 
* * * Jnthe course of the Winter (1832-3) sad 
things had occurred in Irving's history. His enthu- 
siastic studies and preachings were passing into 
the practically ‘miraculous,’ and, to me. the 
most doleful of ali phenomena. The ‘Gift of 
Tongues’ had fairly broken out among the crazed 
and weakliest of his wholly rather dim and weakly 
flock. Iwas never at allin his church durjng this 
visit, being at once grieved and angered at the 
course he had fallen into. Sorrow and dis- 
gust were naturally my own feeling. ‘How 
are the mighty fallen! my own high Irving 
come to this, by paltry popularities and Cock- 
ney admirations puddling such a head!’ * * * 
And late one aiternoon, soon after, we had a 
short farewell visit from him; his first visit to 
Cheyne-row and his last; the last we two ever saw 
of him in this world. His manner was sincere, af- 
fectionate, yet with a great suppressed sadness in 
it, and as if with a feeling that he must not linger. 
With a fine simplicity of lovingness he bade us fare- 
well. I followed him tothe door, held his bridle 


| (doubtless) while he mounted, no groom being ever 


with him on such occasions, stood on the steps as 
he quietly walked or ambled up Cheyne-row, quiet- 
ly turned the corner (at Wright’s door, or the Rec- 
tor’s back garden door) into Cook’s grounds, and 
had vanished from my eyes for evermore.” 

From so large a volume and one containing 
so much from the hand of the great man it is 
difficult to fix on the best selections to make in 
a short compass. Students of Carlyle will 
find it rich from title page toend. References 
to Carlyte’s literary contemporaries are nu- 
merous and characteristic. Below are some of 
them : 

“T got ready admission into Jeffrey's study, or 
rather oftice, for it had mostly that air; a roomy,

well titted to set forth that Hdinburgh feview, (at 
the dull opening of our now so tumultuous cen- 
tury,) and become coryphzus of his generation in 
the waste, wide-spreading. and incalculable course 
appointed it among the centuries! I used to find 
in him a finer talent than any he has evidenced in 
writing. 

** Southey’s look, I remarked, was strangely care- 
worn, anxious, though he seemed to like talking, 
and both talked and listened well; his eyes es- 
pecially were as if filled with gloomy bewilder- 
ment and incurable sorrows. He had got to be 
about 63, had buried allhis suffering loved ones, 
wound up 40 years of incessant vehement labor, 
much of it more or less ungenial to him; and, in 


| fact, though he knew it not, had finished his work 


in the world, and might well be looking back on it 
witha kind of ghastly astonishment rather than 
with triumph or joy! 

“To me also poor Shelley always was, and is, a 
kind of ghastly object, colorless, pallid, without 
health or warmth or vigor; the sound of him 
shrieky, frosty, asif a ghost were trying to ‘sing 
to us’ the temperament of him spasmodic, hyster- 


| jeal, instead of strong or robust; with fine affec- 


tions and aspirations, gone all such a road: a man 
infinitely too week for that solitary scaling of the 


| Alps which he undertook in spite of all the world. 


* Coleridge, a puffy, anxious, abstructed-looking, 
fattish old man, hobbled about with us, talking 
with a kind of solemn emphasis on matters which 
were of no interest, (and even reading pieces in 
proof of his opinions thereon.) I had him to my- 
self once or twice in various parts of the garden 
walks, and tried hard to get something about Kant 
and Company from him, about* reason’ versus ‘ un- 
derstanding,’ and the like, but in vain. Nothing came 
from him that was of use to me that day, or, in 
fact, any day. The sight and sound of asage who 
Was so venerated by those about me, and whom I 
too would willingly have venerated, but could 
not—this was all. I had never on my own strength 
had much esteem for him, and found slowly, in 
spite of myself, that I was getting to have less and 
ess.

him in a box, and take him out to talk? That was 
her criticism of him, and it was right good. A 
bright, ready, and melodious talker, but in the end 
an inconclusive and long-winded. One of the 
smallest man figures I ever saw; shaped like a pair 
of tongs, and haraly above five feet inall. When 
he sate, you would have taken him, by candlelight, 
for the beautifullest little child; blue-eyed, spark- 
ling :face, had there not been asomething, too, 
which said * #ccovi—this child has been in hell.’”

INJURIES TO BAY AND RIVERS 


CLAIMED IN A 
SUIT AGAINST THE CITY. 


Mr. Christopher P. Robert, who owns ware- 
houses and wharves in Furman-street, Brooklyn, 
says the Police Commissioners of this City, by per- 
mitting persons employed by them to dump ice and 
snow into the East River, have lessened the depth 
of water in the rivers and in the Bay, and has be- 
gun an equity suit in the Supreme Court against 
the Mayor and Police Commissioners, and seeks an 
injunction. He saysip his complaint that in Janu- 
uary last John Curtin, who is employed by the Po- 
lice Commissioners, dumped a mass of filth into 
the East River at the foot of Twenty-second-street 
under the direction of the Police Commissioners. 
The application for an injunction is based upon 
affidavits made by Henry Burnett, a river pilot; 
Joseph Conway, an Inspector employed by the 
pilot, and others. Burnett declares that the street 
dirt dumped into the river is gradually filling up 
the channel, widening the shoals, and lessening the 
depth of waterin the docks. Conway says he has 
seen agents of the defendants throw garbage, 
mixed with snow and ice, into the river. These 
affidavits were opposed by others made by John 
Curtin, Capt. A. S. Williams, of the Street-cleaning 
Bureau; Gen. John Newton, and Chief Engineer 
Robert Van Buren, of the Department of City 
Works in Brooklyn. Curtin avers that he has 
never thrown garbage or street dirt into the river, 
nor caused it to be thrown there. Capt. Williams 
swears that it is only snow or ice that is thrown 
into the river; that there is no garbage 
mixed with it, and that there is only 1 per 
cent. of solid matterin it. This solid matter, he 
avers, is swept out to sea by the tides, and not de- 
posited inthe river. Gen. John Newton avers that 
the veiocity of the East River is such that if there 
is only 1 per cent. of solid matter in the snow and 
ice, it does not efiect the depth of the stream or 
the docks on its sides. Mr. Van Buren declares 
that 15 sewers, draining over 3,624 acres of land in 
Brooklyn, discharge their contents into the East 
River near the plaintiff's warehouses. 

The argument on the motion for an injunction 
took place yesterday before Judge Lawrence, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers. | Corporation Counsel 
Whitney argued that the plaintiff was not specially 
damaged, and that he has a remedy at law, and, 
therefore, is not entitled to an injunction in equity. 
Ex-Senator James W. Gerard, who appeared for 
the plaintiff, argued that it should not be made 
compulsory for Mr. Robert to act as an informer, 
and bear the onus of prosecuting the defendants 
criminally, and that as the criminal suit was his 
only remedy at law he should be allowed the in- 
junction, Judge Lawrence reserved his decision. 
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THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 
For lack of a quorum the Brooklyn Bridge 
Trustees failed to meet yesterday, but President 
Henry C. Murphy reported to those present 


the result of his trip a few weeks ago to the 
Edgemoor Iron-works, near Wilmington, Del., 
where is held the contract forthe steel required 
in constructing the bridge. Mr. Murphy declared 
everything satisfactorily arranged despite the 
fact that the iron company has had to contend 


with many and serious difficulties. Their contract 
is of a magnitude beyond anything of the kind 
ever before attempted in this countrv. But the 
company is, he said, doing well, and the material 
they furnish is of excelient quality. About 500 
tons of the steel-work of the Bridge have been de- 
livered, and the company expects to deliver an- 
other 500 tons by April 1, and 1,000 tonsa month 
thereafter until the contract is completed. This 
steel-work for the suspended superstructure of the 
bridge is not entirely made at the Edgemoor 
Works. The steel is cast at Cambria, Penn.; is 
rolled into shape near Philadelphia, and finally 
given complete form, being rivetted and prepared 
for erection, at Edgemoor. Mr. Murphy further 
said that everything pointed to the completion of 
the bridge this year, and its opening to the public 
by Jan. 1, 1882.

BACK FROM NEW-ORLEANS

INCIDENTS IN THE TRIP OF THE 
SEVENTY-FIRST REGIMENT. 
THEIR JOURNEY TO THE CRESCENT CITY 
AND HOW THEY ENJOYED THEMSELVES 
THERE—COURTESIES OF THE S8s0UTH- 
ERN MILITIA—AT HOME IN. NEW-YORK. 

The detachment of .the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment returned to this City yesterday from its trip 
to New-Orleans, having been absent 12days. Sur- 
geon J. D. Bryant, who accompanied the battalion, 
anticipated some cases of sickness among the men, 
owing to the change of climate and in their diet, 
but not one occured. The special train reached 
Jersey City at 10:30 o’clock A.M. A committee 
consisting of Capt, Thompson, of the active regi- 
ment, and Messrs. David Graham, Charles Cole, and 
Benjamin Guibert, of the Veteran Association, met 
the party asit alighted from the cars. They escorted 
it to the ferry-boot Communipaw, which had been 
especially assigned to convey the detachment 
across the river. It was met on the New-York 
side by the remainder of the regiment, under com- 
mand of Capt. W. C. Clark, the senior officer in the 
battalion: the Veteran Association, 65 men, Col. 
John 'l'. Underhill commanding; the Fifth Regi- 
ment, four companies of 12 files front, commanded 
by Col. Charies 8. Spencer, and a detachment from 
the Utica Citizens’ Corps. Each organization 
was accompanied by a full _ band. The 
several commands were drawn up in 
line on the south side of Liberty-street, 
and they presented armsas the Seventy-first passed 
by. The latter formed line in Broadway and present- 

bf * 

ed arms as the escorting party passed into that thor- 
oughfare. The line of march was then taken along 
Broadway to the armory. The streets from the 
ferry to Broadway were filled with people, among 
whom were many well-known military men, 
and large crowds assembled at various points 
along the line of march. Flags were fly- 
ing from masts on all of the hotels and many 
business houses, while cheers for the eaterprising 
Seventy-first were frequently given. Arrived at its 
armory. the salutes were repeated between the 
military organizations, and the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment marched into its armory. Col. Vose formed 
his command in a hollow square, and briefly ad- 
dressed them. He said they had covered a long 
journey, which had possessed few discomforts 
and innumerable pleasures, and thanked them 
for their. obedience to his commands and 
their careful attention to the welfare and 
good reputation of the regiment. At the close of 
the address, the men gave one of their distinc- 
tive cheers, which has been their cry on all occa- 
sions during the trip, and is as follows: * Hurrah— 
hurrah — hurrah! Seventy-one — Seventy-one — 
Seventy-one; N.—G.—S.—N.—Y., Rah—rah—rah; 
sisss—boom—abhhh.” ‘The officers, vet°rans, and 
invited guests of the regiment during the trip were 
next entertained at dinner in Donohue’s restaurant 
on Broadway, and the men left for their homes. 

Shortly before bedtime on Sunday night, while 
the train was speeding aiong between Cumberland 
and Baltimore, Col. Cook, one of the guests of the 
detachment, presented to Col. Vose and the officers 
of the regiment a set of resolutions expressing the 
thanks of the guests to the officers for their cour- 
tesy and attention during the trip. ‘They are to be 
engrossed and framed. Col. Vose receivel the 
resolutions, and in a short speech thanked the 
donors. He expressed the hope that they would 
join the Veteran Association if they were soldiers, 
orthe ranks of the active command if not soldiers, 
so that they migh: always take part in the enter- 
prises of the Seventy-first. 

The detachment left for New-Orleans on Thurs- 
day, Feb. 24. It had a special train consisting of 
three sleeping-coaches, four passenger cars, a bag- 
gage car, and an express car. The latter was fitted 
up as a dining-room. The yeterans and invited 
guests had one sleeper, the officers another, and 
the non-commissioned officers and some of the pri- 
vatesathird. Theremainder of the men and the 
band were quartered in the other coaches. Every one 
was suppiied with a private stock of refreshments 
and cigars, and by courteously exchanging their 
stores they established a fraternal feeling, The 
long evenings on the train were passed in playing 
cards, smoking, and listening to the music supplied 
by the band, which was divided into sections and 
distributed among the cars. Recitations and comic 
songs by members of tbe party also con- 
tributed to the general amusement. Midnight 
generally found the berths occupied and a 
guard patrolling the train. The scenery along 
the route after passing Baltimore was of a charac- 
ter to attract general attention, and elicited ex- 
pressions alternately of surprise and admiration. 
Although it has frequently been described and 
much of it has been photographed scores of times, 
neither the pen northe pencil has ever been able 
accurately to depict its beauties orits peculiarities. 
Near the confluenge of the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers the train was ferried across the former 
river from Cairo, on the Illinois shore, to East 
Cairo, Ky., and at that point in modern Egypt was 
first seen the peculiar Southern type of lite. The 
inhabitants for many miles along the line of the 
railroad are mainly colored people. Their habita- 
tions are log huts one story high, without windows, 
and with chimneys built of logs and plastered with 
mud attached to the outside of the buildings at 
oneend. The occupants generally own trom one 
to four acres of ground, on which they raise cot- 
ton enough to support them in their simple mode 
of life from one season to unother. 

The city of New-Orleans was so much different 
from any Northern city that, had there been no ad- 
ditional attractions, the regiment would have found 


plenty of subjects of interest and entertainment 
had they remained there a month. Its quarters 
were ou the steamer Robert E. Lee, which having 
previously broken her shaft was moored at the 
levee. The boat is of immense size and furnished 
comfortable quarters. The levee ix the home of a 
large number of colored men and boys, whose ser- 
vices are in great demand on the arrival of a 
Mississippi steam-boat. They earned many a 
quarter from the New-York soldiers by dan- 
cing on the levee the peculiar shutile known 
as the ‘essence of Ole Virginny.” ‘The only un- 
pleasant feature of the quarters on the steamer 
was the absence of commissariat arrangements. 
The men were compelled to march about a mile to 
a restaurant, where they were fedin detachments 
of 100 men each. The rations were good, and na- 
tive wines were furnished atasmal! extra price. 
The recep! jon extended to the visiting soldiers by the 
native Militia did not end with the formal affair in 
its armory. Whereyer they met the New-York sol- 
diers, on the streets and in the hotels, the New-Or- 


| leans soldiers entertained them in liberal style. 


The uniforms of the New-Yorkers and the badges 
of their guests were recognized as passports to the 
theatres, and all of the clubs in the city sent invita- 
tions to oificers and men to visit their rooms at all 
times. “On the day after its arrival, the 
Seventy-first detachment participated in the 
parade on the arrival of Rex. Col. Vose 
commanded the First Brigade, which included, be- 
sides the visiting organizations from Boston and 
Buffalo, a battalion of United States Marines. The 
Colone!l felt quite proud of the honor, as it is be- 
lieved to have been the first time a Colonel of the 
National Guard ever commanded a body of United 
States soldiers in times of peace. At the close 
of the parade the regiment was given front 
seats in the dress-circle of the Grand Opera- 
house during the reception to the Mari-Gras 


King. Col. Vose and his officers - were 


assigned to posts of honor on the stage, and after | 


an address of welcome to the King, a handsome 
banner was presented to the regiment by the city, 
It isa magnificent piece of workmanship and cost 
$600, The banner is about five feet square, and is 
composed of heavy silk and gold cloth cut diagon- 
ally, uniting the colors purple, gold, and green. 
In the centre is a large crown wroughtin gold and 
studded with jewels. The horizontal bar is heavily 
gold plated, and has a gold crown on either end, 
while the staff is surmounted with a silver ball 
upon which is perched a gilt eagie. The Opera- 
house was crowded with ladies and gentlemen in 
evening dress, comprising the élite of the city, and 
the heartiness of their applause testified to the 
warmth of their feelings for the Northern soldiers. 
On the following day, the Mardi Gras procession 
took place. The rank and file of the regiment was 
divided into small parties, and was afforded oppor- 
tunities in the various clubs to witness the parade, 
while the ofticers viewed the procession, in company 
with the ‘ ueen of the Carnival, at the reviewing 
stand. The procession of floats representing vari- 
ous tableaus was a novelty never before witnessed 
by the Northerners. They had expected that it 
would in some way smack of an advertisement, 
and were surprised to find that there was not a sus- 
picion of such acharacter attaching to the show. 
In the evening there were six different balls follow- 
ing the parade of the ** Mystic Krewe.” The princi- 
pal ball was known as the Rex reception, and was 
given in the armory of the Washington Artillery. 
‘There were 25,000 persons present, the three floors 
of the immense building being crowded. The regi- 
ment appeared Insignificant in such a crush, yet its 
members reccived due attention from the King and 
his Court. On Thursday the detachment visited 
Greenwood Cemetery and decorated the Soldiers’ 
Monument. It was Ash Wednesday, and the event 
was on that account invested with a peculiar inter- 
est by the inhabitants of the Crescent City. Anim- 
mense crowd of persons witnessed the ceremony, 
and the address which was delivered by Chaplain 
Carlos Martyn drew tears to the eyes of many of 
his auditors. The cemetery is on the line of a 
short railroad which runs to the West End on 
Lake Pontchartrain, Free passes over the .oad 
were given to the regiment, and many of them 
availed themselves of its privileges. The West 
End is quite a watering-place, and in many 
respects resembles Coney Island. It has a 
hotel built in the same style of the 
buildings at the Jatter resort, besides one 
or two large pavilions and numerous bathing- 
houses. Elaborate little boats usually rented to 
visitors were furnished to the soldiers, and, as the 
lake is very quiet, rowing pgheme were numerous. 
One of the attractions of the place which caused a 
good deal of sport was a garden through which a 
labyrinthine walk extended. The person who suc- 
ceeded in threading all of the paths found an arch- 
wey and steps anging toa grotto.

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WHITTAKER’S HANDWRITING.

STILL TAKING EXPERT TESTIMONY ABOUT 
THE NOTE OF WARNING. 

The Whittaker court-martial resumed its 
sessions yesterday. Judge-Advocate Gardner sub- 
mitted in addition to the 24 specimens of Whit- 
taker’s handwriting already received in evidence, 
three more, two of which are letters written by the 
Cadet to his mother, the third a requisition for 
stationery. Ex-Goy. Chamberlain had no objec- 
tion to the admission of the exhibits and the court 
proceeded on its weary way over the waste of ex- 
pert testimony which the Judge-Advocate now 
adduced. Mr. William E. Hagan, of Troy, taking 
the word “ Whittaker,” in the Cadet’s signature, 
asa standard, showed what he considered close 
parallelism between the details of its formation 
and those of the same word on tho envelope in 


which the note of warning found its way to the 
room of the accused. The letter "Cin the word 
‘Cadet’ on the envelope had an unusual length 
like all of Whittaker’s ‘‘C’s.” In the let- 
ter “A” in the word ‘April,’ in the note, 
a curl, the microscope showed, had _ been 
added, as if the writer was not satisfied with the 
original letter, but determined to disguise it. To 
the letter ‘‘u” in Sunday an addition had also evi- 
dently been made for purposes of disguise; like- 
wise “‘a”’ in the phrase “‘a friend.”” The question 
of a general resemblance of the note with the ex- 
hibits was next considered by the witness. Writ- 
Ing, he said, has the same peculiarities that any 
other physical action has—walking, for instance, in 
which a person acquires a certain gait. In Whit- 
taker's writings he discovered a want of co-ordina- 
tion or harmony between the first and second fin- 
gers; that is, one finger did not readily take upa 
movement with the pen at the same point where the 
other left it off. This was noticeable particularly 
in the long-looped letters, which had a wavering. 
uncertain appearance at their extremities. He did 
not know that he had ever examined handwriting 
in which peculiarities were so strongly developed 
as in that of Whittaker. Inasmuch as the general 
resemblance of the writing in the note and the ex- 
hibits was so close, and the details of the forma- 
tion of words and letters so nearly coincided, the 
witness felt warranted, he said, in giving the opin- 
ion that the same person who wrote the exhibits 
wrote the note of warning. 

The cross-examination by ex-Gov, Chamberlain 
went far to show the weakness of expert testi- 
mony. There was, the witness admitted, a great 
deal of difference in different specimens of hand- 
writing of the same person, and the general result 
of an attempt to disguise one’s writing would be 
inferior to the writing itself. He could not agree 
with Mr. Chamberlain that the note of warning 
Was more easy, graceful and flowing than any of 
the specimens of Whittaker’s submitted, and 
pointed out several which he considered equally as 
graceful. Taking up the letters in the note whose 
formation, the witness said, coincided with similar 
letters in the exhibits, Mr. Chamberlain compelled 
Mr. Hagan to admit that they were also dissimilar 
toalarge number of the same letters in the ex- 
hibits. The formation of the two ‘“‘t’s,’’ the ‘‘k,” 
andthe ‘‘r,” inthe word ‘‘ Whittaker” found on 
the envelope, also differed c«haracteristically from 
the same letters in the word ‘' Whittaker,” as 
found in the Cadet's signature in the exhibits, The 
court will reassemble to-day.

THE FINANCIAL PROSPECT. 
The comments of the press of the country 
{| upon Mr. GARFIELD’s selection of a Secre- 
| tary of the Treasury have been less cordial 
| than with reference to any other important 
Cabinet appointment. In most cases, how- 
ever, it has been suggested that the views or 
| tendencies of the Secretary of the Treasury 
| were less important than under the late Ad- 
| ministration, because Mr. GARFIELD’s own

; convictions were more firm and better de- 
i fined and less subject to the influence of his 
financial Secretary than those of Mr. 
Hayes had been. So far as relates to Mr. 
| Hayes, we are bound to sa} that we 
| regard this view as radically erroneous. 
i The late President’s financial opinions 
| were peculiarly clear, well settled, and 
| intelligent, and were by no means in- 
| fluenced in any marked degree by those of 
Mr. Saerman. On the contrary, as be- 
tween the two men, Mr. Hayes was the 
safer and sounder. Mr. SHERMAN may 
have had a more intimate acquaintance with 
the details of financial operations, but he had 
no firmer hold—he had, indeed, a less 
| firm hold—on the essential and controlling 
principles of finance than the President. It

If it had not done so, the situation to-day 
would have been far different from what 
it is. Again, the law required that 
the full volume of legal-tender notes 
should be maintained in circulation, 
and this was done. But it was 
possible only because the circumstances in 
which the country found itself made the 
notes as desirable as gold, and even more so. 
Gold constantly flowed into the country and 
into the Treasury after resumption. But 
had the current been in the opposite direc- 
tion, the position of the Treasury would 
have been a very delicate and difficult one. 

These are facts that cannot be ignored in 
forecasting the probable experience of the 
new administration of the Treasury, and the 
manner in which the Secretary will deal 
with them is a matter of the utmost im- 
portance. His influence and that of the 
President should be exerted to the ut- 
most in the direction of repealing 
the legislation which has so seriously threat- 
ened the success of their predecessors. To 
undertake to keep United States notes at 
par with gold, while’ every note is legal- 
ly made capable of drawing out the 
entire gold redemption reserve, and while 
silver is steadily encroaching on that reserve 
and threatening to overrun it, is a task 
that, under certain quite probable circum- 
stances, may become impossible. The Ad- 
ministration of Mr. Hayes accomplished it 
during the last four years only because it 
was curiously favored by circumstances, on 
which the present Administration ought not 
to depend, if it is possible to avoid such de- 
pendence. 


AN OUTRAGE ON THE BALLOT. 

The new House of Representatives, at its 
next session, will be called upon to decide 
whether CHALMERS, Democrat, or Lyncu, 
Republican, was elected to Congress from the 
Sixth District of Mississippi. It is not cer- 
tain whether a summary of the frauds, vio- 
lence, and tricks practiced at the polls will be 
brcught in evidence against CHALMERS, who 
has the Governor’s certificate of election. 
That various expedients were resorted to in 
order to deter Republicans from voting is 
well known. The commonest device was 
for the Democrats to get possession of the 
polls early and to obstruct the approach of 
all except their own political associates. 
This was done so successfully in many in- 
stances that hundreds of Republicans were 
left standing with their votes in their hands 
when the polls were closed. A letter de- 
tailing some of the outrageous practices of 
the Democratic managers, by which a large 
Republican majority was reduced to a mi- 
nority, was written to Tuk Trmzs last No- 
vember, and its publication effectually 
silenced the partisan cry that LyNcH’s case 
was ‘‘ trumped up for the sake of making a 
contest. ”’ 

But the greatest outrage of all was the 
throwing out of nearly 5,000 ballots cast for 
Lyncu. In one county, Coahoma, where 
CHALMERS was beaten between 700 and 800 
votes, the Election Commissioners threw out 
everv ballot-box in the county but one. In 
order to make it appear that this wholesale 
slaughter of ballots was purely non-partisan, 
the Election Commissioners threw out 716 
ballots which had been cast for CuaLMERS. 
But they took good care to throw out so 
many of Lyncw’s votes that the loss of a 
handful of Chalmer ballots was not felt 
in the count. Thus, in a single Congres- 
sional district, not counting Coahoma, 5,358 
ballots were thrown out; and of this number, 
4,642 had been cast for J. R. Lyncw. The 
Democrats were determined to force into 
Congress a man whom it was notoriously 
impossible to elect. When fraud and vio- 
lence failed, they deliberately resorted to the 
crime of destroying the ballots which, much 
io their chagrin, outnumbered those cast for 
CHALMERS. And this shameful wrong has 
just been indorsed by the Supreme Court of 
the State of Mississippi. 

The State Code provides that all ballots 
shall be printed on white paper, with black 
ink, and of a certain size, and that they 
shall be ‘‘ without any device, or mark, by 
which one ticket may be known or dis- 
tinguished from another, except the words 
at the head of the tickets.””’ The Republican 
tickets did not bear what could be cailed 
‘‘a distinguishing mark,’’ but the printers, 
asis usual in ¢he printing of such work, 
separated the principal lines on the ticket 
by light dashes, such as may be seen 
under the large-type headings on the 
first page of Tux Times, any day. These 
dashes separated GARFIELD’s name from 
ARTHUR’s, ARTHUR’s from the names of the 
Electors, and the names of the Electors 
from the last sentence on the ticket, which 
contained the name of Lyncu, candidate for 
Congress. This dash, then, which was 
lighter than any in useon Tue Tres, and 
so light as to be imperceptible except on a 
very close examination, was the ‘‘distin- 
guishing mark’’ which vitiated thousands of 
ballots cast for Lyncu, and elected CHaL- 
MERs, who had been fairly defeated. 

CuaLMERs and his friends have shown ail 
of the low cunning which is characteristic 
of that class of Southern schemers who 
make politics their trade. One Democratic 
newspaper, the Vicksburg Herai/d, had the 
courage to denounce this infamous business 
as being too unblushing a fraud on free gov- 
ernment to be otherwise than an injury to 
the party which resorted to it. CHALMERS 
and his friends were alarmed, and they 
determined to go to the House of Repre- 
sentatives with 2 legal decision in favor 
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of the action of the Commissioners, In 
Tunica County it was found the Election 
Inspectors had counted 506 Republican bal- 
lots which bore the dreadful “ distinguish- 
ing mark’ before referred to. The Dem- 
ocrats made up a case alleging that 
these 506 ballots were illegally counted, 
and that CHALMERs’s majority was im- 
properly decreased by this illegal ac- 
tion, ‘The Circuit Court held that the 
Commissioners could not reject votes which 
had been counted, and that the alleged “ dis- 
tinguishing marks’? were mere printer’s 
dashes and not suchas are prohibited py law. 
An appeal to the Supreme Court of the State 
was taken, and that body has ‘just made a 
remarkable decision to the effect that it is 
the duty of the Election Commissioners to 
canvass the ballots as well as the returns, 
and to throw out such ballots as they may 
decide to be illegal; and it was further de- 
cided that the printer’s dashes were ‘‘ distin- 
guishing marks,’’ and that their appearance 
on the ballots was fatal to their legality, 


It will be observed that this decision has 
been reached, through successive steps, in 
the interest of CHALMERS. It was probably 
thought that the original outrage would be 
passed over, as so many have been, without 
attracting wide attention. But the desperate 
device of throwing out nearly one-half of 
all the votes cast for a man who was clearly 
elected was too conspicuous to escape ob- 
servation. To fortify themselves in 
their refuge of fraud, the Chalmers 
party resolved to get a decision from 
their State Supreme Court sanctioning the 
shameful trick. Does anybody suppose that 
the Democratic Judges of Mississippi would 
have decided that a printer’s dash on a 
Democratic ticket was a mark which ‘‘ dis- 
tinguished”’ it from all other tickets? Does 
anybody suppose that this case would have 
been made up by Cratmers’s friends, and 
carried to the State Supreme Court, if they 
had not known beforehand what the decision 
of that court was to be? 


OPENING UP MEXIVO. 

It looks as though a new era was about to 
dawn for the Republic of Mexico. Until 
recent years it has been so disturbed by 
internal convulsions and external complica- 
tions that it has failed to make the progress 
of which its situation and natural resources 
give promise. Jor a long time it had 
good reason for being distrustful of the 
United States; itcould hope for no stimulus 
from its neighbors to the south, and European 
intrusion was justly regarded with suspicion 
and dread. Thus, isolated and impoverished 
by her struggies, Mexico has remained un- 
developed and unprogressive, while the 
country to the north of wher has 
been growing in wealth and _ prosperity. 
Latterly the have been fall- 
especially that prevented 
Mexico from sympathizing with and shar- 
ing in the advancement of her northern 
neighbor. The United States has no longer 
its old motive for encroachment, and Mex- 
ico has not its old reason for fearing the 
consequences of closer relations, and both 
are beginning to see that such relations 
might be made mutually profitable and help- 
ful. 

Mexico awakens to a desire for commer- 
cial and indusirial activity and growth to 
tind herself without lines of communication, 
Without capital, and without any organiza- 
tion of her labor forces, The most that she 
can do to promote her own advancement is 
to open her doors to the enterprise of others, 
invite capital in to arouse her labor forces to 
activity, and give fair guarantees of profit 
to the undertakings which are to de- 
velop her industrial energies. The re- 
public has no large navigable rivers which 
as natural highways do so much to promote 
the development of new countries. Its ter- 
ritory is compact, and rising from either 
coast to the plateaus of the Cordil- 
leras enjoys every variety of climate, 
soil, and production. Its harbor facili- 
ties ample, but they are not 
connected with the regions of the interior 
in which there are so many elements of 
vatural wealth. Railroads are the necessary 
instrumentality of her industridl and com- 
mercial growth. Without them she is noth- 
ing, and she has net the means of building 
them. She has shown evidence of appre- 
ciating her needs in the liberal charters 
which she has lately granted, especially to 
capitalists of this country. Since the re- 
establishment of the republic in 1867, one 
hundred and one acts have been passed by 
its Congress or initiated by the President 
under general legislative sanction for the 
encouragement of railroad construction. 
The various charters, agreements, and con- 
tracts represent 14,530 miles of road, for 
which subsidies amounting to over $171,000, - 
000 were granted. Many of the contracts 
and concessions were made to the Govern- 
ors of States for local lines of communica- 
tion. Some charters have expired by limita- 
tion; some have been forfeited for one 
cause or another, and others will doubtless 
lapse, but there are several very substantial 
schemes on foot to which $69,000,000 in 
subsidies have been promised. 

The most important of the Mexican rail- 
road enterprises, and those of which most 
has been heard, are the Mexican Central, 
that of the Mexican Construction Company, 
the Sonora, the Mexican Southern, and the 
Tehuantepec Interocean Railroad. The 
first of these has recently been made fa- 
miliar to our readers. it is in the hands 
of Boston capitalists concerned in the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé  sys- 
tem of communication, which will bring 
it into connection with the diverging lines 
eastward from Kansas City. The main line 
of the Mexican Central is more than a thou- 
sand miles in length, connecting the capital 
of Mexico with El Paso on the northern 
border. There it will not only have the 
eastern outlet already mentioned into our 
great railroad system, but will be brought 
into immediate connection with that of the 
Pacific coast. It has a large subsidy se- 
cured by a ‘pledge of Customs revenue 
and liberal privileges, and work updn 
itis already going on with great energy. 
Its two branches diverging, from the main 
stem near Leon will traverse the country 
north of the capital to either coast. The 
Sonora line is being constructed in the same 
interest, and will traverse a rich territory 
from the Gulf of California to Arizona. 
Both the Central and the Sonora are organ- 
ized under Massachusetts law. The Mexi- 
ean Construction Company is operating

under the Sullivan and Palmer grant. It has 
a line from the City of Mexico to the Pacific 
at Manzanilla, further to-the south than 
that of the Central Company, and one from 
the same city to the Rio Grande at Laredo, 
where it will connect through Texas with 
our Southern system. The two lines in- 
clude over 1,200 miles of length and are lib- 
erally subsidized. The Mexican Southern 
has been seeking a charter from this State. 
It is intended to cross the country from 
Anton Lizardo on the Gulf of Huatalco on 
the Pacific, with connections to Vera Cruz 
and Mexico on the one side and Tehuantepec 
on the other. Its line is over 500 miles, 
and it has a subsidy of $S,000 per kilometre. 
The Tehuantepec Jnterocean Railfoad is 
under construction, and its main object is to 
form a connecting link for the commerce of 
the tw6é oceans. ‘These schemes are active 
and promising and will of themselves give 
Mexico a system of communication which 
will stimulate development and set in mo- 
tion the forces that are to regenerate that 
country. In a few years results may be 
looked for, and it will be surprising if 
Mexico does not enter upon a career of com- 
mercial and industrial growth in sharp con- 
trast with her past lethargy. 


A LONG ISLAND THEORY. 


It was the opinion of the Psalmist that the 
wicked, however prosperous they may tem- 
porarily be, will in the end be brought low 
and subjected to other inconveniences. The 
justice of this opinion has heen signally 
vindicated by the fate of the Desperately 
Wicked Corzprx. When he bought the 
Long Island Railroad, and thereby tecame 
an insular monopolist, with the power as 
well as the will to oppress the Long Island- 
ers, he seemed in the eyes of the thoughtless 
to be a local cedar of Lebanon in point of 
strength. It was not long, however, before 
it became manifest that his strength and 
prosperity were but as the grass of 
Hempstead plains, which springs up one 
day and is burned down the next. First, he 
was utterly defeated in his wicked attempt 
to defy the power of the Estate and to take 
away the trains from Garden City. Next a 
citizen of Springfield brought suit against 
him to compel him to restore the trains 
which he had taken away from that part of 
the railroad which lies between Jamaica and 
Springfield, and the Desperately Wicked 
CORBIN was again defeated. Then the peo- 
ple of the North Shore determined to build 
anew railroad for themselves, and finally 
the fact that the contract for building a new 
opposition railroad to Rockaway Beach has 
actually been awarded has made Cornin 
feel that the curse ne’er fell upon himself 
and his personal tribe until now. 

Why did this Desperately Wicked man 
buy the Long Island Railroad? This was a 
question which every man who is familiar 
with Long Island asked when the news of 
CorRBIN’s purchase was announced. It i: 
well known that no man in his right mind 
ever buys the Long Island Railroad. As 
the Romans would have remarked had they 
survived to the present day, ‘‘ They whom 
the gods wish to destroy are first induced to 
buy the Long Island Railroad.’’ There were 
the PopPENHUSENS, Who were as numerous 
as the sands of a moderate-sized sea, and 
who were the owners of untold millions of 
money. In an evil hour they bought this 
fateful railroad, and one day, just when ex- 
perience had taught them how to manage it 
properly, they vanished into an abyss of 
bankruptcy, and disappeared so completely 
that not mofe than two anda half Popren- 
HUSENS to the square mile could now be 
found on the whole island. It is believed 
that the late Commodore VANDERBILT owed 
his success in life chiefly to his wise absti- 
nence from buying the Long Island Rail- 
road, and the enemies of Mr. Jay GouLp 
now go about expressing the vengeful wish 
that he would buy the Long Island Railroad 
and so end his days in poverty and seclusion. 


Now, the Desperately Wicked Corbin 


must have had some motive in buying a | 


railroad that will never pay him any divi- 
dends and can at the best only pay its work- 
ing expenses, There prevails among specu- 
lative Long Islanders a theory as to what 
this motive was. ‘These bold thinkers assert 
that last year the business of the Manhattan 
Beach Hotel, which, as everybody knows, is 
owned by Corbin, was seriously affected 
by the success of the new Long Beach Hotel. 
This Summer, in addition to the Long Beach 
Hotel, a new hdtel was to be opened at 
Rockaway Beach, which could not fail to 
draw an immense uumber of visitors. Still 


other hotels were about to be built on the 
beaches east of Long Beach, and sanguine 
prophets foresaw the period when Summer 
hotels would be found along the Long 
Island beaches all the way to Montauk 
Point. It is held that the Desperately 
Wicked Corzry, desiring to compel the pub- 
lic to come to Manhattan Beach, bought the 
Long Island Railroad, by which alone access 
is gained to the beaches east of Coney Isl- 
and, with the intention of diminishing the 
number of Summer trains,’ and running 
them at inconvenient hours, so as to effec- 
tively break up the watering-placesgin ques- 
tion. The theorists who advocate this view 
of the matter allege that by increasing the 
fares and decreasing the expenses of the Long 
Island Railroad the Desperately Wicked 
CorRBIN hoped to make it just pay the cost 
of operating it, and that he expected to find, 
in the increased business of Manhattan 
Beach, a profit on his strange purchase. If 
this theory is true, how must the Desperately 
Wicked one rage when he finds that Rocka- 
way Beach is to have its cwn independent 
railroad, and that this road is to be extended 
to Long Beach and as far east as may be 
necessary to reach the sea-beach of Long 
Island entirely independent of the Long 
Island Railroad. 

Whether or not this be the true explana- 
tion of the purchase of the Long Island Rail!- 
road by the proprietor of Manhattan Beach, 
it is the duty of every good man to protest 
against the pledge which, it is understood, 
the Long Islanders are making to abstain 
from visiting Manhattan Beach in any cir- 
cumstances. Let it be granted that they 
have cause to feel unfriendly to the Desper- 
ately Wicked Corspin. Undoubtedly it is 
hard for them to have their fares raised, and 
in some cases more than doubied, and their 
trains taken away; but they should not be 
provoked to retaliation. Undoubtedly it would 
be easy for them to stay away from Manhat- 
tan Beach, and to take their sea-side pleasures 
at the other Long Island hotels: but bv 


so doing they would show an unfeeling dis- 
position to punish the Desperately Wicked 
Corsin. That unhappy man is already the 
owner of the Long Island Railroad, and 
what worse fate could his bitterest enemics 
invoke upon him? Let the Long Islanders 
show that they can return good for evil, and 
that if the Desperately Wicked Corptn is 
determined that they shall go to Manhattan 
they are ready to obey him. Perhaps his 
hard heart will then be softened, and he 
will carry out his famous promise to give 
Long Island more and better railroad facili- 
ties than it has ever-yet had. 


We find in the American, a Philadelphia 
publication, a curious statement of the con- 
sequences to be expected from the system of 
competitive examinations in this country. 
‘‘TIt would create,’’ remarks that journal, 
‘the grievance which it removed in Eng- 
land, by excluding from the civil service the 
majority of the class which actually governs 
the country.’’ Competitive examinations, as 
rationally conceived, and as applied in our 
Custom-house, for example, are simply a 
preliminary test of the relative merits of ap- 
plicants for appointments. They exclude 
from appointment—and then only for one 
year—those who fall below a very modest 
requirement in general intelligence or spe- 
cial fitness for the place sought. It is 
a poor compliment to the ‘‘class which 
actually governs the country” to say 
that a ‘‘majority’ of them would fail 
to satisfy such a test. Butif it be true, it 
would be no ‘‘ grievance,’’ since the people, 
as a whole, is entitled to be served by men 
who can, at least, meet such a test. Perhaps 
the American means that our governing 
class is made up of the professional poli- 
ticians and place-hunters. The majority of 
these would undoubtedly be excluded by 
competitive examinations, and the country 
would be all the better for it. 





In presenting their fifth annual report, the 
Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts of Boston 
show that they have made most decided prog- 
ress.

When the population of Boston is 
considered, and when it is remembered that there 
are no special surroundings, like the Park at our 
own museum, which attract the casual sight-geer, 
this is a very large number of visitors. In addition 
to the regular art exhibition, there is a small 
library, carefully chosen, on art subjects, of which 
the pupils of drawing and painting have the free 
use. The policy of the Trustees of this muse- 
um has been one of extreme caution, tempered 
with good judgmentin their selection of objects, 
and they may be congratulated on having estab- 
lished a real art school, from whence Boston must 
derive great benefits.

The elevation of Lord Opo RUSSELL to the 

arony of Ampthill, one of the seats (formerly 
the abode of Lord and Lady Hozzanp) of his 
brother the Duke of Beprorp, recalls the remark- 
able continuity of affluence and success of the fam- 
ily of which he is a very worthy member. In 1767, 
Joun, Duke of Beprorp, the Junius Duke, writes: 
“IT went in the morning to Barwick Place, where ny 
ancestors last lived in Dorsetshire. Itis afine farm 
but a dismal place.” A stroke of merest chance 
brought the Mr. Russeit of the “dismal place,” 
temps Henry VIII., into that monarch’s notice. 
The young Dorsetshire Squire knew how to tak 
the tide at the flood and to hold his own with the 
most petulant and capricious of men. He died Earl 
of Beprorp, full of years and honors, and gorged 
with monastic plunder, to which his descendants 
have held on with the tenacity of barnacies. With 
one exception, and he died young, and had mar- 
ried a wealthy heiress, there has been no reckless 
heir to deplete the property, whose value is such, 
that the Duke couid give, last year, 50 per cent. 
back to his tenants without’ the least inconven- 
fence. There are very pleasant recollections of the 
new Peer, than whom none ever understood better 
giving a snug little dinner at Washington. He has 
inherited the agreeable qualities of his mother, 
whose house was, for near half a century, the favor- 
ite resort of the most cultivated and interesting 
people in London, and is precisely of the stuff of 
which the most valuable diplomatists are made; 
while his wife may be said to have been “ eradled 
in dispatches,’’ inasmuch as her father passed his 
whole life in diplomatic functions. Lord Opo’s 
father filled the same position as he now fills at 
Berlin. It bas been erroneously stated that he was 
murdered, but the victim of CourvoissteER—whose 
case, in consequence of bis counsel, Mr. PxiLirps, 
defending him after he had confessed his guiit, be- 
came one of the most celebrated on both sides of 
the Atlantic, and is referred to in all legal works 
bearing on the subiect was—his uncle.

There seems to be a prospect of a speedy con- 
clusion of the struggie between the British and the 
Boers of the Transvaal. Thelatter have won the 
sympathy of all free nations by the remarkable 
vigor they have displayed in their fight for national 
independence, and if England swallows her morti- 
fied dignity and agrees to lideral terms of peace 
the result will be a wide-spread feeling of satisfac- 
tion. Englandis great and can afford to be mag- 
nanimous. She certainly can afford to think noth- 
ing of the sneers of good-natured friends, who lose 
no opportunity of pointing out that she has been 
disgracefully beaten by the Boezs, and her military 
reputation has thereby Suffered a stain which she 
ought to wipe out in blood and vowder. The 
armistice which has been arranged between Sir 
Eve_rn Woop for the English and Jousert for the 
Boers will last for eight days, and during that time 
not only will hostilities in the field be sus- 
pended, but the little British garrisons which 
have hitherto very creditably held their own in 
Wakkerstroom, Pretoria, and Potchefstroom will 
be allowed certain supplies of food by JouseErt’s 
men. The British are also to be allowed to remove 
their wounded into Natal. These terms bear a 
satisfactory resemblance to a return of peace in 
the Transvaa2l. The duration of the armistico is, 
itis true,to be only for a few days more, but in 
that time much may have been accomplished. In 
the heat of actual hostilities belligerents are too 
greativ axaited to think much of peace. but when

2 lull comes, and they have had an opportunity a 
calmly contemplating the miserable horrors of war, 
they are not averse to lending their ears ta 
proposals for the cessation of all hostilities, 
In the eight days’ armistice, therefore, both the 
Boers and their antagonists may become persuades 
to stretch some points in order to arrive at af 
honorable setticment of their present differences 
The feeling of the cvionists of Natal and the 
Cape of Good Hope is said to be one of alarm at 
the prospect of the Boers being allowei to make 
peace before the British have proved the superior: 
ty of their arms. This was to be expected. British 
colonists who depend upon British troops for their 
defense are apt to have a mania for warlike polt 
cies against rivals in their vicinity; but it is not al 
Ways wise to be influenced too much by thei 
exaggerated fears and somewhat seifish desires.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—A meeting of the 
members of the Bar of the United States Supreme 
Court was held in the court-room this afternoon 
for the purpose of giving expression to the regret 
of the counselors of that court at the death of the 
Hon. Matt H. Carpenter. Among those present 
were ex-Senator Thurman, Senators Conkling, 
Jones of Florida, David Davis, Bayard, Lamar, 
Garland, Hawley, McMillan, Blair, and Dawes; 
Representatives Robeson, Lapham, Chapin, and 
Tucker; Judge MacArthur, J, S. Black, District 
Attorney Corkhill, the Hon. J. M. Wilson, and R. T. 
Merrick. The meeting was called to order by Mr. 
Merrick, upon whose motion Senator Thurmaa 
took the chair. Upon motion of Mr. Wilson, Mr. J, 
H. McKenny, Clerk of the court, was appointed 
Secretary. Mr. Thurman then made a brief ad- 
dress upon the life and character of the late Sena- 
tor Carpenter as a statement of the object of the 
meeting.

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RECORD OF AMUSEMENTS 
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MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC. 


THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON. 

Why Mr. Mapleson should have selected 
Flotow’s ‘*Marta” with which to begia his Spring 
season is one of those managerial mysteries that 
cannot be explained. However, it was aunounced, 
and accordingiy a large audience, despite the pro- 
hibition of the Lenten season, was present to hear 
the initial performance. The names of Mme. 
Gerster, Miss Cary, Signor Campanini, and Signor 
Dél Puente were potent to attract an audi- 
ence, even in such a well-worn and triv- 
fal opera. The disappointmert at the non- 
appearance of Signor Campanini, who is 
really very sick with a severe cold and unable to 
sing, was not mitigated by the substitution of Signor 
Ravelli, as Lionello. It was the substitution of a 
man witha voice for an artist. Signor Ravelli has 
andoubtedly a pure tenor voice of exceptional 
power, but in his use of it he shows a crude method 
end alack of refinement and musical taste. He is, 
moreover, disagreeably careless in his performance 
of his part in concerted musi¢, It seems as 
though he was not inspired to do his best 
ps a musician, but to make an_ effect 
by shouting an A natural or B fiat with his utmost 
force, as if the lung power of asinger were the 
greatest point to be attained. In a word, it may be 
said that Signor Ravelli cannot command the ap- 
plause of an audience whose members recognize 
an artist and appreciate the excellence of a good 
method, as well as the dramatic ability which is 
essential in opera. Mme. Gerster last evening ap- 
peared to be tired. It was not till the end of 
the third act that there was any positive 
manifestation of enthusiasm, and the curtain 
every time descended on a remarkably calm audi- 
ence. Mme. Gerster is, in fact, not adapted to 
euch a rdleas Marta, and has not sufficient chic to 
carry through an uncongeniairédle. She sang the 
* Last Rose of Summer” gracefully and with con- 
siderable effect, but was not equal to the require- 
ments of the concerted music, and she cannot be 
said to have added to her professional reputa- 
tion. Miss Cary’s Nancy was quite as good 
a@s usual, and was undeniabiy the artistic 
success of the evening. Her voice was as 
full, rich, and charming as it ever was, and 
she acted with the spirit that has given her a repu- 
fation in this and every other rdle. Signor Del 
Puente also deserves to be commended for his in- 
terpcetation of the part of Piunketto. The music 
Goes not, strictly speaking, suit his voice, and it is, 
therefore, all ths more to his credit that he is so 
satisfactory in the character. He sang last night 
with perfect ease and the assured finish of 
an accomplished artist, and added very 
touch -to the merit of the performance. 
It was evident, however, from first to last 
that the opera was not given with the smoothness 
that was to be expected. The orchestra was noisy 
and rough, and marred the singing of the principal 
artists, there were frequent errorsin the tempi, 
and in generala slip-shod character tothe work 
which was disappointing, considering that this was 
the first performance of a season of which great 
things have been promised by the management.

intelligent play-goers have had uncommon op- 
portunities during this season to discover the func- 
tions and limit of acting, and alsoto contrast with 
vorresponding profit some widely different grades of 
acting. From Miss Davenport to Miss Anderson, 
from Mlle. Bernhardt to Miss Morris, from Mr. Mc- 
Cullongh to Signor Salvini—what a rich variety of 
endeavor is illustrated in these comparisons and 
suggested by these names. To the names men- 
tioned another may now be added, that 
of Mme. Janauschek, and in the course 
of a few more days the name of 
g distinguished countrywoman, Miss Ward, will be 
placed upon the list. As to Mme. Janauschek, she 
jis not unknown in this City, though less known 
than her undoubted genius entitles her to be. She 
has, it is true, passed tuat milestone of time at 
which the populerity of an actress is supposed to 
end: but her greatness, both as an actress and asan 
artist, is stillsplendidly apparent. Her reappearance 
upon our stage, under the circumstances, is an in- 
cident which sbould awaken a cordial welcome 
and a sustained interest. Mme. Janauschek per- 
formed last night ina play which was first repre- 
sented here at the Broadway<[heatre (now Daly's) 
about four years ago; it is called * Brunhild,” andis 
a version—made by an Exglishwoman, Miss Tuckey 
—of Emmanuel Geibel’s drama upon one of the 
popular episodes in the “‘ Nibelungen.’’ The char- 
acters inthis story are familiar types in Scandi- 
pnavian mythology and literature, and also in the 
literature of Germany and _ England, anid 
their adventurous careers, it will be recalled, 
have been illustrated in a vast musical 
theme by Wagner. The present play deals 
merely with a few features of the story 
—the rivalry of Brunhild and Chrimhild and its 
tragic climax—and is a severely simple dramatic 
treatment of the subject. The figure of Brunhild 
(or, as she is now often called. Brunehaut,) is one 
of nearly colossal proportions. The commanding 
mauner of Mme. Janauschek and her ample power 
are perfectly suited to its heroic shape and majesty. 
in her presentation of the character we can 
almost see, imagivatively, the historical Queen of 
Ausirasia, and daughter of the Visigoth King of 
Spain; that Napoleon of women, indomitable in 
her courage, and wonderful ruler of men. 
mondi has described her as one of the most power- 
erful Queens who had ever maintained a domin- 
fon upouthe earth; and Mme. Januaschek, who 
has evidently studied ail the historical aspects 
of the character—suggests constantly in her action 
and bearing the great Queen az weilasthe impas- 
sioned woman. It is in her magnificent conception 
of the character of Brunhild that this actress 
shows herself to be abundantly endowed with that 
rarest and highest quality of acting—imagination. 

Imagination, indeed, is the dominant force in this 
characterization, and makes itself felt deeply and 
continuously throughout its progress. Asan ideal, 
this Brunbild is conceived elaborately in its 
breadth and in its details; as an impersona- 
tion it ig remarkable in many ways. Mme. Janau- 
schek, it is true, appears to less advan- 
tage as an English-speaking actress than 
as one speaking in German; her mastery of our 
language is only partial, aud her accent is pro- 
nounced, and, iike all German accent and inflec- 
tion, far from agreeable; what is of more 
weight in criticism, her voice shows the 
harsh strain to which it has been subjected 
during hér ioug career upon the stage. Yet, 
after admitting so much, it remains to be said 
that in Mme. Janauschek we have to-day an actress 
who is unquestionably the greatest artist in broad, 
large, hercic action now upon the stage; one who 
bas mastered ali the resources of gesture. whose 
movements are full of rich variety and meaning, 
whose sense of the picturesque is simply as perfect 
as it could be. The acticn of Salvini is far 
more limited, more suggestive of mannerism, than 
the action of this uncommon woman; Mme. Janau- 
schek is on this ground above her contemporaries. 
To see her is to. watch a constant succession 
of striking, life-like pictures, to understand, in 
short, the language of gesture and of posture. 
What her voice occasionally fails to express her 
movements make clear and pregnant. Her acting, 
therefore, is largely for the eye; its inner spirit ap- 
peals vividly to the imagination. The combination 
of picturesque and imaginative in her treatment 
of Brunhild’s large-limbed and robust character is 
an effect which genius alone could hope to ac- 
complish. We should be glad torefer briefly to 
some of the many fine details of her performance 
last night; but at present it is only possible to 
mark out its. strong outlines. Throughout 
the fourth and fifth acts this perform- 
ance attained its highest point, and was 
nobly sustained. In the interview with Chrim- 
hild, and in the succeeding interviews with Sieg- 
fried and Gunther, its sweeping strength, keen 
subtlety, and pictorial beauty were displayed with 
masterly art. The performance was also notice- 
able for its fine and spontaneous tragic strokes, and 
for some deep bursts of pathos. 

Mme. Janauschek was fortunate in having two 
capable ectors—Mr. Harry Meredith and Mr. George 
W. Wessells—in her supporting cast, and Miss Flor- 
ence Noble treated the part of Chrimhild with 
some skilland taste. To-night ‘‘Mother and Son” 
will be produced, and “ Brunhild” will be repeated 
ko-morrow.

DISASTERS TO VESSELS. 
Spiancieiaatin’ 
MANY LOSSES ON THE COAST OF SCOTLAND— 
DISASTERS IN HOME WATERS. 
Lonpon, March 7.—The snow storm in Scot- 
land has now abated, but it wiil be some days be- 
fore railway communication is restored. About 
nine vessels have been lost on the Aberdeenshire 
coast, and about 100 persons have been drowned. 
The ship Ben Rhydding, from Calcutta to Dun- 
dee, has been wrecked near Aberdeen, and 30 per- 


sons were drowned. Two or three small vessels 
were lost with all hands, on the coast of Northum- 
berland. 

The Italian bark Giulia, Capt. Basila, from Balti- 
more, Jan. 17, by way of Queenstown, has arrived 
at Bordeaux, leaking and with her cargo damaged. 

Tne Spanish steamer Asturiano, Capt. Borrica, 
from New-Orleans, Feb. 18, has arrived at Liver- 
pool. The Asturiano landed the master and 18 of 
the crew of the British bark Bavelaw, from New- 
York, Feb. 7, for London, which was abandoned at 
sea. 

WasHtncton, March 7.—The signal Corps officer 
at Key West, Fia., reports to the Chief Signal officer 
as follows: ‘*The barkentine Toomeo, of Lussen 
Piccolo, Cosulich master, from Galveston for Bre- 
men, cotton laden, went ashore and burned on the 
Tortugas. The vessel is a total loss. The crew 
was saved. 

Mempuis, Tenn., March 7.—Private advices re- 
port the burning of the steamer Carrie Hogan, in 
the Yazoo River, above Yazoo City, on Friday, 
with 786 bales of cotton. A cabin boy was drowned. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—This morning, while the 
Norwegian bark Forto was being towed out from 
Canton Elevator No. 3, the British steamer Thane- 
more ran into her stern, causirg so much damage 
that she is obliged to stop forrepairs. The stcamer 
is supposed to have been uninjured, as she pro- 
ceeded on her voyage to Liverpool.

THE WRECK OF THRE BOHEMIAN.

INTERESTING LETTER FROM THE ONLY SUR- 


VIVING OFFICER. 


The Boston Herald prints the following let- 
ter from the second officer of the wrecked steamer 
Bohemian to Mr. Edgar O. Dewey, of that city: 

My Dear Frienp: I received your very wel- 
come anda sympathetic letter of the 8th inst. I 
have escaped uninjured myself, except a bad cold 
from exposure 13 hours in the boat, The chief of- 
ficer was on watch at the time of the accident. 
We were at noon on Sunday in north latitude 51° 
86’, and west longitude 12° 80’, and, consequently, 


106 miles from the Fastnet, which we should reach 
at 10:15 P. M. at her then rate of speed. I saw the 
Skiligs light before I left the bridge, and called the 
Captain's attention to it, and when we had finished 
supper, say ‘nearly 7 o’clock, it was then abeam, 
distant 12 miles. I then went to bed, and slept 
until awakened by the steam whistle, indicating 
that the weather had become thick, but I felt 
no anxiety, for I knew the Captain could 
make no error in either his course or posi- 
tion, and was between asleep and awake 
when I heard the vessel strike. I jumped out 
and asked what was the matter, when Mr. Saun- 
ders (the third officerand on duty at the time of 


the accident) answered that the a“ wasashore. I. 


then ran into my room, put on my slippers and cap, 
and carried an old coat and pantaloons on deck 
with me, which I put on on deck before anything 
was done. I then started with a few men that 
were there to clear away the starboard life- 
boat, as I saw our perilous position at a glance, 
and by the time I got the boat ready for lowering 
arush was made for it by frantic, halt-mad people. 
Il immediately left her in charge of the chief officer, 
who had by that time come upon thescene. I 
ealled out for “Chips” (the nickname for carpen- 
ter) and two sailors to tellow me. We cut away 
and cleared the falls of the port life-boat and 
succeeded in getting her into the water. Ihad 
three men with me in her; got her under 
the ship’s stern, clear of the heavy surf that was 
on that side of the ship; I got a rope from the ship 
and got 13 persons into the boat under the Cap- 
tain’s superintendence, when the rope parted and 
she dropped astern. Before we could get up to 
the ship, 1 saw a most appalling sight. I never 
shall forget it; the ship going down, and Mr. Duns- 
more, the chief engineer, holding a lamp in his 
hand untilit was put out by the waters that en- 
gulfed him and over 35 others who stood by his 
side on the deck. We were about three boat’s 
lengths from the vessel when she sunk, and all 
was over. I then pulled in the direction of cries 
for help, and soon found our forward starboard 
boat full of water and broken, with six men on it. 
I rescued them, but the fourth officer and James, the 
steward, had been lost out of her before I got up to 
them. 1 saw nomore of the Bohemian. The sea was 
by this time increasing from the south-west, with 
heavy rain. I had then 23 in the boat, and I was 
obliged to keep a sharp lookout to keep the boat 
from sinking. We bailed all night with two buck- 
ets, and at daybreak J kept her away for the land, 
which we saw at 8 o’clock, and succeeded in land- 
ing iu Dunmannus Bay at 11 o'clock. I can hardiy 
describe to you what I suffered that night, though 
you may imagine when I tell you that two strong 
men died beside me inthe boat; but I had very 
heavy exercise all night. and that, I expect, kept 
me from perishing. J believe Capt. Grundy died a 
very hard death on the rock on which the vessel 
struck, for he was seen there the next day, and 
could not be got off from some mismanagement of 
the coast guard. The boatswain was saved ona 
bale of cotton, but is sick yet. Excuse a fuller de- 
tail. Hoping to see you before long, I am, yours 
truly and fraternaily.

GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 
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ROBBED BY MASKED BURGLARS. 
A LAWYER OF MILLEROOK TIED AND GAGGED 


WHILE THE BURGLARS STOLE HIS MONEY. 

MILLBROOK, Dutchess County, N. Y., March 
7.—This village is all excitement to-day over a 
burglary by masked men, perpetrated some time 
before daylight at the house of William P. Trap- 
hagan, a lawyer. Mr. Traphagan states that he re- 
tired last evening at about 9 o’clock. He sleeps in 
a bedroom off the sitting-room, and his three smail 
children slept up stairs. About 11 P. M. he was 
aroused by an unusual noise out-doors. He got up 
and went into the sitting-room and looked out of 
both the west and south windows, but could see 
nothing, and, thinking the noise was made by a 
horse in a barn near by, he returnedto bed. About 
2A. M. he was awakened from a sound sleep by a 
feeling of suffocation, and found a burly-looking 
man bending over him and clutching his 
throat with one hand, while with the other 
he held Traphagan's head. Another smaller man 
stood by the bedside with a club in his hand. Mr. 
Traphagan says be struggied to get loose, when 
one of the men said, “If you make any noise I'll 
mash yon in the face,” and raised the club mena- 


cingly. Then Mr. Traphagan began to weaken, as. 


his throat was also getting ———— harder. Both 
men wore caps and masks, the latter having eye- 
holes only, and both wore heavy overcoats. One 
carried an ordinary lantern, with wire guards, sim- 
ilar to a railroad lantern. They laid Mr. Traphagan 
on the floor, one putting his knee on his breast and 
bearing down hard, and also clutching his throat, 
while the other tore a sheet into strips and bound 
Mr. Traphagan’s hands and feet, tying his bands 
behind him. They also took a long strip of sheet- 
ing and tied a big knotin the middle of it, and, 
forcing the knot in his mouth, tied the ends 
of the strips behind his neck firmly. They then 
left him and went into the sitting-room and 
ransacked a bureau and some other things. 
Finding nothing of importance, they returned to 
the bedroom, where Mr. Traphagan was lying tied 
on the floor. One said to him, ‘* You got money; 
that’s what we come for.” Mr. Traphagan tried to 
say that what he had was in his trousers pocket, 
but couldn’t make them understand. The burglars 
then went into the sitting-room again and helda 
whispered conversation, and went to the bed- 
room ence more. They then went through their 
victim’s trousers and found some small change, 
and then turned over the boister in the hed and 
found a wallet containing $188 anda rollof bills 
and gold, amounting inall to $740. They then went 
awzy with their booty, having been in the house 
about half an hour. 

When the burglars disappeared, Mr. Traphagan 
said he tried to alarm the household, but his 
daughter did not hear him until 5 A. M., and then 
she ran to a neighbor’s—a Mr. De More—who came 
to the house and released him. Then an examina- 
tion was made, and it was ascertained that the 
burglars had entered the building through a win- 
dow at the north end, where Mr. Traphagan has his 
office. They cut a pane of glassout. They then 
had only one door to open to get into the sitting- 
room. They could have entered the sitting-room 
directly through a south door. Mr. Traphagan says 
he has no clue whatever to the burglars. The $74 
referred to was a portion of the proceeds of the 
sale of a farm recently in litigation in this town, 
and included, also, a part of the shares of those in- 
terested and Mr. Traphagan’s counsel fees and 
costs. The $138 was money paid on a judgment in 
another case, and it also included Mr. Traphagan’s 
counsel fees and costs. Mr. Traphagan says one 
man was about 5 feet 7 inches high, and the other 
about 5 feet 10. The masks were apparently dark 
stuff, with light spots. 

Farmer Rust, to whom much of the stolen money 
belonged, tried twice yesterday to see Mr. Trap- 
hagan ‘to get it, but failed and went home. His 
son also tried to see Mr. Traphagan last evening, 
but was told he was not athome. People in Mill- 
brook do not believe the lawyer's story. Accord- 
ing to the story of Mr. Traphagan, he lay bound 
for three hours, and the ehioren in the room 
above did not hear him in the struggle.

VETO BY NEW-JERSEY SGCVERNOR 
ORJECTIONS WHICH AFFECT SEVERAL BILLS 
NOW PENDING. 

TRENTON, March 7.—The Governor this even- 
ing sent in a veto that will affect much of the legis- 
Jation pending before one or the other of the 
houses. A bill had been passed that should be 
applicable only to the vities that might 
accept its provisions by ordinance. ‘In other 
words,”’ the Governor says, after referring to this 
saving clause, ‘the bill says that when it shall 
have passed both houses, been approved by the Goy- 
ernor, and published in the books of laws, it is no 
law—it is a mere waste of paper and of words untll 
the Common Council or other legislative body of 
some city shall make it law. Should this principle 
be adopted, the statute-books would be filled with 
a mass of legislation the applicability of which 
could only be ascertained by research among 
the ordinances of cities and boroughs, 
and the minute-books of Chosen Freehold- 
ers and Township Committees. There would 
be no_ practical limit, and the spirit 
of the constitutional prohibition would be set at 
defiance. This, it seems to me. is the most insidious 
and baneful attack upon the Constitution that has 
been devised.’’ The veto,of course, went over under 
the rules, but its wide application isa subject of 
general comment, It fixes the fate of the Fire ana 
Police Life Tenure bill, and even the general act 
for the government of cities goes on the basis that 
it must first be accepted by the Councils of cities 
desiring to come in underit. The veto, if it be up- 
held, cuts off the last of the resources for 
dodging the constitutional clauses requiring gen- 
eral legislation, and wipes out all hope of the pas- 
sege of such laws as are in consonance with the or- 
ganic law of the State. 

The bills continue to pour in, notwithstanding 
the lateness of the session. To-night several were 
introduced into the House and half a 
dozen into the Senate. Among the Senate 
bills was one providing that County Health 
Boards shall consist of as many members as the 
county bas Assembly districts. They are to be 
elected by the people. The House passed the 
bill empowering the Board of Finance 
in Jersey City to make equitable settlements of 
unpaid taxes and assessments, and the Senate 
passed the bill providing that writs of error in crim- 
inal cases shall act as stays of proceedings.

NATIONAL GUARD EFFICIENCY. 
THE DISCUSSIONS AT THE MEETING OF THE 
ASSOCIATION, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—The delegates to 
the Convention of the National Guard Associa- 
tion of the United States convened here this morn- 
ing. The convention was cailed to order by the 
President, Gen. George W. Wingate, of New-York. 
An amendment to the constitution was adopted 
relative to the rnanner in which the revenue of the 
association is to be derived. A resolution, offered 
by Major Wetmore, of New-York, was adopted, 
that the Corresponding Secretary shall, two 
months before the convening of the convention, 
send a circular to the Adjutant-Generals of the 
several States, requesting that a report be made to 
the convention in the following particulars in rela- 
tion to the National Guard of his State or Terri- 
tories: What changes, if any, have taken place 
thereingduring the year—namely, strength, equip- 
ment, discipline, and instruction; if any camps have 
been held, their management, the proportion of 
troops present, and other matters of interest or 
suggestions to the convention. After the adoption 
of a resolution requesting the delegates to appear 
at the sessions of the convention in the uniform of 
eos ss the convention adjourned until 4 
o'clock, 

Upon reassembling the following question was 
proposed for discussion: "Is the efficiency usually 
obtained in cavalry and artillery in the National 
Guard sufficient to justify their cost. and to what 
extent should they be encouraged?’ Discussion 
upon this question was participated in by Col. 
Peck, Adjt.-Gen. Latta, Adjt.-Gen. A. Hun Berry, 
Col. Porter, Col. Colton, Adjt.-Gen. Exline, 
Gen. Rhoads, Gen. Swain, Gen. Ordway, 
Major Wetmore, and Gen. Reeder, The majority 
was of the opinion that the National Guard fully 
justified their cost, and should be kept up and en 
couraged. ‘*Encampments—Their value. and the 
best method of managing them,’’ was the next 
question proposed. Remarks showing the value 
of yearly encampments were made by Col. Peck, 
Gen. Barney, Gen. Rhoads, Gen. Latta, Gen. Alex- 
ander, Gen. Snowden, and Gen. Berry. The con- 
yention then adjourned, to meet at 10 0’clock to- 


morrow.

PRESIDENT GOWEN’S RETURN—THE PHILA- 
DELPHIA, WILMINGTON AND BALTIMORE 
SALE. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 7,—President Gowen, 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany, said to-day that he expected a continuation 
of the present management asthe result of the 
stockholders’ meeting to be held next week. 
He has secured control, he says, of 425,000 
shares, and! there are 685,000 in all. With 
the moral backing of two-thirds of the stock, 
he is confident of pulling through and 
going back to England in April to dis- 
pose of the 5 per cent. deferred bonds and 
get the road out of trouble. Even shouid 
the court rule out the proxies not registered over 
three months back, he thinks such stock will be 
admitted to vote on other questions, and even 
should he not be re-elected President he is sure 
of being continued Receiver and having his 
policy carried out the same. If the lately 
acquired proxies are ruled out, there is some doubt 
as to Mr. Gowen’s re-election, and shoulda man 
favoring the Pennsylvania, as against the 
Baltimore and Ohio, be elected, the control 
of the Junction Road would again lie with the 
Pennsylvania Company, and the control of the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore be of no 
avail to the Baltimore and Ohio in its efforts to 
reach New-York. Mr. Gowen admits that the 
McCalmont opposition have 210,000 shares against 
him, and there are besides 50,000 to be voted, no 
one knows how. A very large part of the stock 
captured by Mr. Gowen has not been registered 
even yet. 

Bosron, March 7.—The Journal says: *‘ The com- 
mittee of Boston owners of the pool that has been 
arranged here in the Philadelphia, Wilmington and 
Baltimore Railroad, after holding several meetings, 
has gone on to New-York City this morning, in 
order to ascertain what the actual status is there 
in connection with Thayer’s contract to deliver 
control of the road before March 15at $70 pershare. 
The contract seems to have placed Thayerin an 
unenviable position, with the New-York syndicate 
demandiug its fulfiliment, while the ability to fulfill 
it is in the hands of others than the Thayer interest. 
It appears to have beena case of selling stock short 
upon a very large scale.”’ 

Sr. Lovis, March 7.—A special meeting of the 
stockholders of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern Railway was held at the company’s office 
this morning, when the recommendations made at 
the meeting held a week ago to increase the capital 
stock to $35,000,000 and to add $2,000,000 to the 
bonded debt for construction purposes were 
adopted. 

John R. Shepley, as attorney for Henry B. Piant, 
of New-York, a stockholder of the company, pro- 
tested against an increase of the capital stock, on 
the ground that it was illegal under the law of Mis- 
souri. Mr. Shepley also gave notice that Mr. Plant 
would resist the action of the company in increas- 
ing its capital stock,

HOLDING FAST ALONG LEAD 


ee hes 
ROWELL LEAVES ALBERT FORTY- 
TWO MILES BEHIND. 

LEARY TWENTY-ONE MILES BEHIND 
VAUGHAN—ROWELL KEEPING FRESH 
AND BRIGHT—IS THERE ANY MONEY AT 
STAKE 7—R@MORS AND THE TRUTH OF 


THEM. 

The new walking-match hardly had its doors 
open to the public before Rowell began to leave 
bis competitor, Albert, in the rear, and Vaughan 
put some distance between himself and O'Leary. 
In the first hour of the race, as was chronicled in 
gesterday’s Trves, the two runners kept well to- 
vether. Had the contest ended then, Rowell would 
have won by only a few seconds; but since then 
the Englishman has been steadily increasing his 
lead, until, should the raee come to a suddenend 
at this moment, he would be the winner by a mat- 
ter of 380 miles or thereabout. At the end of the 
second hour the two runners were still about even; 
but in the third hour Rowell covered eight miles, 
and Albert made only six. This lead of two miles 
was increased in the fourth .hour to three miles, 
and in the fifth hour to five, and so it went on all 
day, Rowell steadily gaining: upon Albert, until, 
at 7 o'clock in the evening, he was 28 miles 
ahead, and there was no longer any chance of 
Albert making even a respectable showing be- 
side him. When Rowell’s score was at 128 
miles and Albert's at 100 miles, at 7:30 last evening, 
Albert left his tent and took the track again, well 
wrapped and bundled up, and, indeed, looking 
rnore} like a hospital patient out on the grass fora 
little exercise than like a pedestrian with a week's 
swork before him. At the end of the first 6 hours of 
the race Rowell was 6 miles ahead of his antagon- 
ist; at the end of 12 hours, 18 miles ahead; and at 
the end of 18 hours, 25 miles ahead. Rowell was 
then as fresh and bright as ever. The score sheet 
showed that he had been steadily at work all day, 


his only stops being of aminute or, at most, two 
minutes, ata time. Hehad done a great deal of 
cunning, but had occasionally rested himself, with 
walk. Albert, on the other hand, had made fre- 
quent stops. He complained in the morning that 
he had stepped upon something on the track and 
sprained his ankle. His legs were rubbed and he 
svent on limpingly. Thisis the great pedestrian 
remedy for all possible ailments. If a walker had 
liver complaint the trainers would expect to rub it 
out of him witha coarse towel. It is more than 
probable that Albert’s most serious wvieng | was re- 
ceived at the beginning of the race, when he stum- 
bled over Rowe!l!. Whatever wasthe matter with 
him, he went ingloriously to the rear. 

Between the two walkers, O'Leary and Vanghaf, 
there seemed to be hardly more prospect of an ex- 
riting contest than between the runners. Just as 
surely as Rowell was going ahead of Albert, so 
surely did Vaughan forge ahead of O’Leary, until 
the disinterested spectator could not help but 
wonder whether O'Leary really was foolish enough 
‘oO risk $5,000 of his money on performances to be 
made by himself and Albert. If he did, he has dis- 
eovered a method of getting rid of his cash quite 
a8 sure as Wall-street and almost as quick asa 
faro-bank. At the end of the first five hours the 
two walkers were together, each having scored 
'7 miles. But then Vaughan began to work ahead. 
He has the most remarkaole stride of all men who 
save walked in public in this. City. His legs are 
ong, and seem to be set in swivel joints, and he 
swings them about the track at a wonderful rate. 
The average length of his steps was measured yes- 
lerday, and was found to be4 feet 2 inches. At 
the end of the sixth hour, Vaughan was a mile 
ehead of O’Leary. and he kept increasing the dis- 
tance all night. When the damp and chilly daylight 
first made its way into the garden, he was still 
gaining. At noon, the end of the first 12 hours of 
the walk, he was7 miles ahead, and at6 o’clock 
inthe evening, after 18 hours of walking, he was 16 
miles ahead. At8 o’clock in the evening, Vaughan 
haa scored 100 miles and 4 laps, and he was then 
only 6 laps behind Albert, although Albert had been 
running and Vaughan had been walking. O'Leary 
was badly inthe rear. The mode of living adopted 
by pedestrians while ina match has been described 
50 often, that it would be stale reading. All the 
men took as much solid food as their trainers 
wonld let them have, and longed for more. They took 
their nourishment principally while on the track, 
eating beef soup out of little tin kettles with 
spouts, and occasionally sucking a piece of orange. 
There is very little of the fuss and feathers about 
feeding the men that there was in the earlier con- 
tests, for the scores have run up so the men have 
notime for nonsense. At J0 minutes after 8 in 
the evening Vaughan caught Albert, their scores 
both standing at 101 miles and 2laps. Albert was 
then in his house, invisible to the curious eye. 
When he came out, at7:30, it was to make only a 
few laps,and he retired again. The attendance 
throughout the day was much smaller than on the 
opening night. Inthe hours of daylight there were 
not more than 1,000 persons generally in 
the building, except in the early morn- 
ing, when a number of the visitors of the 
night before ‘still remained. Between 7 and 8 
in theevening the numberof spectators increased 
till there were something over 2.000 persons in 
the building. At 8 o’oclock last evening Rowell 
was not up to his previous records, nor was 
O Leary or Albert or Vaughan. The receipts at 
the doors up to 8 o'clock yesterday morning, after 
the walk nad been in progress only eight hours, 
were reported at $7,882. O’Leary was said to be 
enfiering with nausea and cramps, and he spent 
frome time in his room in theafternoon. The train- 
crs gave him the sarne remedy for cramps that they 
czve Albert for asprained ankle—rubbing—and he 
was soon able to go on, but looking paie and 
troubled. 

The managers were questioned yesterday by a 
Times reporter in regard to the rumors that there 
is no money at stake on the race, and that Albert 
and Vaughan are ‘ walking for wages.’’ while 
O'Leary and Rowell are to divide the gate money. 
Mr. McSwyny and Mr. Atkinson made positive 
fenials of these rumors, but they did not accede 
to the reporter’s request to produce the contracts 
made with Vaughan and Albert. These rumors 
have been in circulation for some days, but yester- 
jay they took a more definite shape.

Capt. Meade, commanding the United States 
steamer Vandalia, reports to the Secretary of the 
Navy, from Port Spain, Trinidsd, under date of 
Feb. 10, that his Excellency Sir Sanford Freeling, 
Kk. C. M. G., Governor of the island, visited the ship 
and was received with all the honors due to his 
rank. The courtesy and hospitality extended by 
the Governor to the officers of the ship is men- 
tioned in yery complimentary terms. The com- 
mander expected to sail at once for Grenada. 
With the exception of two cases of rheumatism— 
Paymaster McMahon and Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Wageener—the health of the officers and crew is 
reported to be remarkably good. Capt. Meade 
aiso reports the arrival of the Vandalia at St. 
Thomas on Feb. 23. He says no French ships of 
war were observed at St. Pierre, while there were 
a number of merchant vessels there. Yellow fever 
exists to the extent of about one case per week at 
St. Pierre, which prevents yessels from securing a 
clean bill of health. " 

Commander Bryson reports from Montevideo, 
Uruguay, Jan. 18, on board the flagship Shenan- 
doah, that the general health on the vessel con- 
tinues good. He states that be has received no of- 
ficial news {rom the Marion, but has learned from 
a steamer which iately arrived that she was at 
Sandy Point, Strait of Magellan. The Shenandoah, 
it was expected, would remain for some time at 
Montevideo. 

Rear Admiral Stevens, commanding the United 
States naval forceof the Pacific Station, reports, 
under date of Panama Feb, 23, that he would leave 
in the flag-ship Pensacola for the coast of Peru on 
that day, and that his subsequent movements 
would be guided by the news which he might re- 
ecive. The Wachusett was to leave on that day 
for San Francisco. The Alaska was expected to 
leave San Francisco in time to arrive at Panama 
by April 10, where she has been ordered to remain 
for a month, then to cruise between Panama and 
Salinas Cruz. The Adams, which arrived at Pana- 
ma on Feb. 16, was ordered to proceed to Callao. 
The 22d of February was appropriately -celebrated 
by dressing ship and firing a national salute. The 
British Gannet also joined in the celebration, which 
courtesy was the occasion for the tendering of 
thanks to her commander.

THE NEW ATTORNEY-GENERAL.

HIS PRESENTATION TO THE SUPREME COURT 
BY MR. DEVENS—THE LATTER’S FARE- 
WELL ADDRESS. 
WasuHINGTON, March 7.—Upon the opening 
of the United States Supreme Court to-day, Mr. 
Charles Devens, ex-Attorney-General, in intro- 
ducing his successor, Mr. Wayne MacVeagh, ad- 
dressed the court as follows: 


**May it please the court: The Executive Adminis- 
tration of public affairs of which Ihave been a 
member, and on whose behalf I,with my associates, 
have represented here for the last four years the 
causes in which the United States has been a party 
litigant, has come to an end by the expiration of 
its constitutional period of limitation. In taking 
my leave of the court, I desire to express my 
thanks for the kindness and courtesy I have 
always received, and my full appreciation of the 
patient consideration which has Been given to the 
grave and important questions it has been my duty 
to discuss. On such an occasion I trust it is not 
intrusion to wish individually to those betore whom 
I stand health, happiness, and Jong-continued 
ability to serve the Government whose highest 
judicial magistrates they are. Of those to whom I 
was originally introduced in my official capacity, 
four are absent from their judicial seats to-day—two 
in honored retirement, voluntarily sought after 
lives of long and laborous duty: two detained from 
us by the heavy hand of serious disease—but I 
would not forget all I owe to them, and in- 
clude them in every good wish that 
might be appropriate either in retirement 
or sickness. The changes of these four short years 
necessarily remind us how steadily the inevitable 
hour approaches for all. But if men are mortal, 
institutions strongly founded and wisely adminis- 
tered may be made almost to defy the ravages of 
time. and long after the Justices before whom I 
have stood shall be atrest in their honored graves 
I wil! venture to hope that this court, sustained by 
their labors as they have been sustained by those 
of their predecessors, will still be found restrain- 
ing within their just limits each branch of the 
Government, stilling the contentions of great 
and powerful States, defining their just re- 
lation to the Union which the people of 
all the States have made, and _ coniribut- 
ing ‘to establish justice and to secure the 
blessings of liberty’ which the noble preamble to 
the Constitution enumerates as among its highest 
purposes. As my last official act, I have the pleas- 
ant duty of presenting as the Attorney-General of 
the United States Mr. Wayne MacVeagh, of Penn- 
sylvania, a gentleman well known to this court as 
one of ts most trusted counselors, and of asking 
for him the kindness I have always enjoyed.” 
Chief Justice Waite then replied as follows: 

“TT am sure I express the opinion of the 
court when I say to you, Mr. Devens, that you 
wiil carry with you into your retirement the best 
wishes of every one of its members. Our relations, 
both personal and official, during the four years of 
your laborious service have been of the most agree- 
able character, and we part from you with sincere 
regret. You have always been welcome officially 
as an advocate, and personally as a friend.” 


STEAM-BOAT BOILER SPACE.

OFFICIAL INTERPRETATIONS OF THE AMEND- 
ED RULE 10. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Solicitor of 


the Treasury has rendered an opinion upon the 
legal points presented to him in connection with 


the recent change in rule 100f the Rules and Regu- 
lations of Steam-boats, which relates especially to 
the space at the sides of boilers. The Solicitor says: 
“ There is nothing in the rule which prohibits the 
local board from requiring more space than that 


mentioned (in the rule) if,in their judgment, it 
may in any case be necessary to require it.” ule 


10 was the subject of considerable controversy at 
the recent meeting of the Board of Supervising In- 
spectors of Steam Vessels, the details of which 
have been published heretofore. The decision of 
the Solicitor agrees substantially with the views 
expressed at the meeting by Supervising Inspector- 
General Dumont, who urged the importance of 
leaving the question of space to the discretion of 
the local boards, but was overruled by a majority 
vote. 

Acting Secretary of the Treasury French late 
this afternoon approved the amendments to rule 
10. with the following qualification: ‘*To take 
effect upon all steamers hereafter built, and to be 
construed in accordance with the following extract 
from the opinion of the Solicitor of tae Treasury; 
‘* * * There is nothing in the rule which forbids 
the local board from requiring more space than 
that mentioned if in their judgment it may be 
necessary to require it. * * * Therefore, the 
local boards are left free to require more space, if 
in their judgment it is necessary.” 

The following is the text of the new rule: 

RuLE 10.—All steamers navigating rivers having 
boilers externally heated shall haveaclear space of 
not less than six inches between the b ilers and wood- 
work on either side, and four inches on the top of said 
boilers. All steainers navigating the ocean, sounds, 
lakes, bays, and rivers, the boilers of which shall be 
interna!ly heated, shail haveaclear space of at least 
four inches on either side, and at the top not less than 
two inches clear space above the covering of the boll- 
ers. All wood-work or other ignitible substance ap- 
proaching within two inches of the boiler shall be 
suitably sheathed with metal, so adjusted as to permit 
afree circulation of air between the sheathing and 
the ignitibie surface. All boilers shail have aclear 
space at the back and ends thereof of two feet oppo- 
site the back connection door.

FISH AND GAME PROTECTION. 

A committee of the New-York Association 

for the Protection of Game, represented by Mr. 


Robert B. Roosevelt, Alfred Wagstaff, and Charles 
E. Whitehead, met yesterday to confer with a 


committee of the Long Island Sportsmen’s Asso- 
ciation on the proposed amendments to the game 
laws of the State. The New-York association had 
previously passed a resolution in disapproval of the 
bill for the protection of fish and game as proposed 


by the Long Island association, believing its effect 


would be to aid in the destruction of fish and game 
rather than their preservation. To correct the ob- 
jectionable features of the bill was the purpose of 
their meeting with the Sportsmen’s Association. 
Mr. Roosevelt said it was hardly fair to hold a pur- 
chaser guilty of a violation of the law if he sees 
fish exposed for sale at a season of the year 
when the law forbids it, if he is ig- 
norant of the law, as most gentlemen are 
who only buy for home use. Further 
criticisms were made by Mr. Roosevelt, and then 
Mr. Abel Cook, of the Long Island club, said the 
trouble on Long Island was that the most of the 
birds sold out of season were trapped by the bag- 
gagemen and brakemen of the Long island Road, 
but it was almost impossible to get proof against 
them that would convict them. Mr. George A. 
Chappell, Vice-President of the Long Island club, 
said that the venison law was equally ridiculous, 
that it was not the human lover of venison, but 
the wolf that was the enemy of the deer. After 
considerable discussion, the whole subject was 
given to the committee, to consider carefully, and 
suggest such changes in the present law as in their 
judgment would be advantageous.

A VERDICT AGAINST A PRIEST. 

In the suit of Margaret Bennis against the 

Rey.: James McMahon, Pastor of St. Andrew's 


Roman Catholic Church, in this City, which was 


tried yesterday before Judge Barrett and a jury, 
in Supreme Court, Circuit, a verdict giving the 
piaintiff $2,544 70 was rendered. Mary Farley put

tieth-street. At the time of her death he, gave 
her sisters, one of whom is Margaret Bennis, the 
means to pay her funeral expenses, &c. The suit 
was to recover from hinf $2,395, which sum 
Mrs. Bennis asserted, Mrs. Farley told her he 
had in keeping for her, and which, it was 
said, he had admitted to be in his possession. 
Father McMahon answered that he had paid Mrs. 
Farley all the money she had given him, and that 
sums given by him to her relatives subsequent to 
her death were loans to them, made for the pur- 
pose of avoiding a scandal consequent upon a 
claim for money being made by them and rejected 
by him. It was shown on the trial that the sums 
paid by Father McMahon to Mrs. Bennisand her 


sister equaled the annual interest upon the princi- 
pal claimed to be due by him to their sister’s estate. 
The jury were out only a few minutes when they 
decided upon the verdict for $2,544 70—the sum 
claimed, with interest.

THE BAPTIST MINISTERS. 

At the meeting of the Baptist Ministers’ Con- 
ference yesterday the Rev. Dr. William Everts de- 
livered an address, the title of which was, ‘‘ How 
Baptist Churches May Best Propagate Their Dis- 
tinctive Views.’’ Four methods for the accom- 
plishment of that end were urged by the speaker. 
His first method for the propagation of intelligent 
Baptist views would be “a wise and wary use of 
the pulpit.” He would have instructive sermons 
on ban, ge preached more frequently, and occa- 
sionally would have an elaborate discourse on 
some other distinctive feature or principle of the 
denomination. His second method would be an 


enlarged use and an extensive circulation of reli-

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ASHORE AFTER BEING DISABLED. 
SAD FATE OF THE BRIG EMMA HULL— 
OTHER SHIPS INJURED OR LOST. 


The brig Emma L. Hull, which at a late 
hour yesterday afternoon was still ashore at 
Romer, had a terrible experience during her voy- 
age from Cardenas. She sailed trom that port 
with a cargo of sugar consigned to Carver & Barns, 
of this City, on Feb. 23. Soon after sailing the 
weather became severe, and on the 27th a terrific 


gale was blowing from the north-east, but consid- 
erable sail had to be carried in order to keep the 
brig from going on to some dangerous reefs which 
lay toleeward. Toward evening squalls of hurri- 
cane force struck the vessel, almost throwing her 
onther beam ends. The seas were terrific, and, 
sweeping over the decks, washed everything mova- 
ble overboard. It was with the utmost difficulty 
that the man at the wheel could retain his position. 
One tremendous sea rolled up from starbeard, and, 
“sweeping over the decks, knocked Capt. Perry 
from his feet, and, dashing bim against the lee 
bulwarks, injured him severely. At the 
same time, the mate and the second mate 
were swept overboard. No assistance could 
be offered them by their companions, who found 
it very difficult to avoid being swept overboard 
themselves. The two mates struggled bravely 
for a moment, and then sank out of sight, and 
were lost. The storm raged during the night, 
and the brig rolled heavily about, and was 
almost buried under the huge waves. The 
crew were now shorthanded, and found it very 
difficult to handle the vessel. At 6 o'clock 
last Saturday evening the brig was six miles off 
Barnegat. She had suffered very severely in the 
storms, and the United States revenue cutter 
General U. 8S. Grant.falling in with him, Capt. Perry 
asked to be towed into port. The cutter took the 
distressed brig in tow, and brought her into the 
Lower Bay. Shortly after midnight, while tne brig 
wag being towed up Swash Channel, the line which 
connected her with the Grant parted, and she was 
carried on to Romer, where she struck heavily and 
remained fast, notwithstanding the efforts made to 
floather. A wrecking steamer and several tugs 
were by the brig all day yesterday, but they failed 
to move her. 

The bark A.C. Bean, of Portland, which arrived 
yesterday from Pernambuco, had a very severe 
voyage, in which she was partially dismasted. The 
mmaintopmast and mainmast-head, the mizzenmast 
and upper foretopsail-yard were all carried away. 
The weather continued severe, and jury-masis 
could not be rigged. For over 1,500 miles the bark 
sailed with only one mast. On March 1, in latitude 
85° 18’, and longitude 72° 1’, she was caught in a 
heavy gale from south-east, which suddenly 
changed to north-west. The wind frequently in- 
creased into terrific squalls, while the heavy cross- 
sea which was running tore over the decks. 
During this storm the foreyard was sprung. 
On the following day another gale set in. 
and was accompanied by squalls of hail 
and snow. The weatner was very stormy 
on the 3d, and next day the wind increased intoa 
hurricane, with which came thunder, lightning, and 
rain. Capt. Osberg, of the Swedish bark Wilhelm 
Volckens, which arrived from Hamburg yesterday, 
reports that the passage occupied 105 days. He 
was 29 days in the North Sea, with heavy westerly 
gales, and met with a severe gale of three days’ 
duration after passing clear of the Channel. The 
bark was 16 days north of Hatteras, and in the 
Gulf Stream met with heavy squalls. James 
Barnes, of Penzance, aged 40, a seaman of the brig 
Flora P. Stafford, which arrived from London yes- 
terday. fell overboard from aloft on the 5th, and 
was lost. 

Two Italian barks which left this port last Fall 
for Europe are now regarded as lost. The Gui- 
seppe Capurro, of which Austin, Baldwin & Co., 
of No. 70 Beaver-street, were agents, sailed for 
Bordeaux with a cargo of 265,107 bushels of wheat, 
in bulk, on the 16th of last October, and nothing 
has since been heard of her. She carried a crew of 
about 13 men, who were under command of Capt. 
G. Ausaldo. She was owned by C. V. Capurro, of 
Genoa, and measured 476 tons. The Tre, of which 
Searpati & Co., of No. 126 Pearl-street, were part 
owners ard agents, sailed for Trieste with a cargo 
of oil, in barrels, on the 2ist of last September, and 
there have been no tidings of hersince. She car- 
ried acrew of 15, and was commanded by Capt. 
M. Longobardo. She was built at Searsport, Me., 
in 1854, and was formerly the American bark Mary 
Goodell. She was thoroughly repaired in 1876, and 
wes then put under the Italian flag. She had 
double decks, measured 762 tons. The German 
brigantine Flora sailed from this port for Port 
Natal last August, and it was feared that she was 
lost. The latest mails, however, announce her ar- 
rival there after having been out 149 days. 
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IN MEMORY OF A SON. 

The Rector of St. Thomas’s Church, the 
Rev. Dr. William F. Morgan, has received from Mr. 
and Mrs. Roswell P. Flower, of No. 597 Fifth-ay- 
enue, a check for $25,000 to be used in the erec- 
tion and completion of St. Thomas’s House, on East 
Fifty ninth-street, tetween Second and Third av- 
anues. The circumstances under which this mag- 
nificent gift is made, are of an interesting though 
melancholy character. The $35,000 is given by Mr. 
and Mrs. Flower in memory of their only son, 
Henry Keep Flower, who diedrecently at the early 
age of 15 years. The deceased was a grandson and 
namesake of Henry Keep. He was a youth of 
unusual promise, handsome, manly, and talented, 
idolized by his parents and beloved by his teachers 
and companions. A short time since he was at- 
tacked by typhoid fever cf the most malignant 
type, and, although he possessed an excellent con- 
stitution and had always enjoyed the best of 
health, and had, moreover, the benefit of the best 
medical skill obtainable in the Metropolis, all was 
of no avail, and he died after a short illness, to the 
great grief of his parents and a wide circle of 
friends. The remains were taken to Watertown, 
N. Y., the country home of the family, for inter- 
ment. Their son being, with themselves, a regular 
attendant at St. Thomas’s Church and a member of 
its Sunday-school, Mr. and Mrs. Flower conceived 
the idea of honoring his memory by making this gift 
to St, Thomas’s House toward the erection of 
which the Rector had already collected some 
$6,000. The house will occupy two lots in the rear 
of St. Thomas's Chapel, on East Sixtieth-street, and 
is designed to be a centre and head-quarters for 
the multitudinous charities of the parish. The 
building will be a handsome and commodious 
structure of Philadelphia pressed-brick with stone 
trimmings, and will contain a lecture hall, read- 
ing-rooms, library, &c., as well as rooms for the use 
of the various charitable and missionary societies 
of the church, including the Society for the Em- 
ployment of the Poor, Mr. and Mrs. Flower have 
also given the sumof $5,000 for the benefit of the 
charities of St. Thomas’s Parish, to be known as 
the ‘‘ Henry Keep Flower Memorial Fund.”

TO BUILD A NEW YACHT CLUB-HOUSE. 

At a recent meeting of the Seawanhaka 
Yacht Club the Trustees were instructed to take 
action in the matter of procuring anew anchorage 
for the club. At a meeting in Delmonico’s last 
evening the Trustees reported in favor of a plan 
suggested by Commodore Stewart, of the club, by 
which the club will obtain a club-house as well as 
an anchorage. The members, after discussing the 
plan, authorized the Trustees to appropriate $750 
to carry Commodore Stewart’s project into effect. 
A private corporation, separate from the club, will 
at once be organized to erect a handsome, 
well-appointed club-house, leasing it to the 
club for $750 a year rental. The cor- 
poration will issue $5,000 in stock, the 
shares, consisting of $25 cach, to be distributed 
by subscription among the members, who may take 
shares or not as they choose. All the revenue of 
the club above the rental will then go into a sink- 
ing fund to pay off the cost of erecting the club- 
house, and when the whole amount is raised the 
property will be transferred to the club. A plan of 
the proposed house was exhibited last evening, and 
generally admired bythe members. The structure, 
when built, will be situated at Manning’s Basin. on 
the Staten Island shore, midway between Staple- 
ton and Quarantine. Small craft of the fleet will 
have anchorage within the basin, while there will 
be moorings outside for the larger craft. The $750 
appropriated last evening will be expended in the 
lease of the property for one year from May 1. 
Commodore Stewart said the shares of the corpora- 
tion would all be taken up.

MORE BODIES FOUND AT ROCKAWAY. 
Two more bodies, dressed in sailors’ clothes,

DEATH OF MP. GEORGE W. MGLYNN. 

Mr. George W. McGlynn died on Sunday at 
his late residence, No. 411 West Thirty-eighth street, 
in the thirty-seventh year of his age. He was a 
brother of the Rev. Edward McGlynn, Pastor of St. 
Stephen’s Roman Catholic Church, and was nomi- 
rated for the State Senate by Tammany Hall in 
the Fall of 1877 against the late John Morrissey. 
Mr. McGlynn, however, declined the nomination, 
which was subsequently tendered to Augustus 
Senell. Mr. MeGlynn was for many years a mem- 
ber of the Tammany Hall General Committee of 
the Eighteenth Assembly District and has been a 
delegate to State and local conventions. The re- 
mains will be removed from his !ate residence at 9 
o’clock to-morrow morning to St. Stephen's Ro- 
man Catholic Church, in East Twenty-eightn-street, 
where a solemn high mass will be celebrated.
